A throne bad been built over- 
looking the grand stand— a very ]>roper 
throne, designed in old Egypt, with a 
ipreading canopy of scarlet stretched 
kbove it, through wl. ■ h th" sunlight fil- 
tered to lend new r : - • • her gracious 
Majesty s dark beauty or the pure white of 
her beautiful court. 

The staircase leading to the throne was 
fari'cted also in scarlet, and allaboutit 
tropical plants lent their artistic effect and 
perf'inie. The Queen, surrountied by her 
maids in pure white, with their white 
parasols and their graceful wide-brimraed 
and tiower-bcdecked hats, wore a new and 
still wonderful gown — an indescribable 
gown — robe, perhaps, is the word for 
a queen. It was of pale lilac satin, under 
B cloud of Brussels net, spangled and em- 

. broidered with j>earl?. A violet velvet 
bodice was treated in the same mysterious 
manner, the yoke boiiig made entirely of 

. blossoming violets, that were as especially 
becoming as dresses can only be to a 
queen. Long lilac gloves and a big and 
beautifui hat, from which the llowers of 
her J i;:vc .1 nodded in thoir hajipy 
pride, i .ini ieied the costume.

JLOS ANGELES, Cai.., AprU 17.— Great 
is the beauty of the night of the grand 
ninmination. 'With the darkness the lamps 
were lit. On both sides of Spring and Main 
streets for a mile, extending from the junc- 
tion of these two streets and for some 
blocks beyond .lown to First street, 
vidiere Central Park, several blocks to the 
right, is loiat^d, are -winging Chinese 
lanterns by lines stretched from the tele- 
grajjh poles, and ten feet from the ground 
and but a few feet apart, .\cros.s the road- 
way for all this distance, but considerably 
higher, are strung electric light wires at 
the intervalsof the trolley poles, and upon 
these, a few feet apart, are swung incan- 
descent lam ps in the alternate colors of the 
•vine, the orange and the olive. 

These are sparkling over the heads of the 
throng like a canopy of stars, while the 
lines of mellow light formed by the Chinese 
lanterns stretch away so far as to almost 
come together in the distance. 

These form the groundwork from which 
ibo long procession of oiclampi itaad out 



A number of new floats have been 
brought from the surrounding cities, in 
their own particular glory to glorify the 
que^n. An army of people have been at 
work all day at Athletic Park, where all 
the immense paraphernalia of the parade 
^a= been prepared. Specially prepared 
tori lu's were arranged with immense re- 
Hectors that the details of construction 
might be brought out under them. 

It is ROW something after S o'clock. 
The Queen is again in her place— her 
throne in the park. Her people crowd the 
tribunes. The procession has been formed 
and stands ready at the entrance of the 
park awaiting the signal. It has just been 
given and, with the thnnder of cannon 
and the blare of trumpets, the procession 
is swinging into the wide maU. 

It was to circle the entire park before j 
reaching the throne of the Queen with her I 
court, her guests and her most favored ! 
peoj'ie. The advance of the musiomay be | 
heard and the progress of the line traced j 
through the trees by the torch-bearers. ! 
With the order to march the sky is lighted i 
with rockets and Roman candles that leap 
into it from every corner of the square. 
They have turned into the court of honor 
and are approaching the throne, the band 
playing "Long Live the Queen." 

Director-General Me}-t)erg, with his army 
of aids, is iu the lead with his escort of the 
Queen's gendarme.s. The director-general 
salutes the Queen and the cavalcade mores 
on. Xow comes the float that give this 
the fitiing iiaine of the pageant of the Pa- 
ciiic. It is led a-^ so nmny discoverers were 
letl by the '-gilded man." Hooked men 
walk on each side bearing the torches that 
light up the float and bring out their 
featiTres with perfect distinctness and lend 
them if not an added at least a new beauty. 

As the floats pass the Queen's throiie 
new lights are thrown upon them. They 
come in their regular order with the white- 
hooded horses and men presenting a weird 
appearance under the dimmed light, while 
the floats themselves are brought out dis- 
tinctly by the torches of the attendants. 
There is the birth of the Inca, the gilded 
throne of Atahualpa in captivity, the 
cell of gold offered to Pizarro for 
the release of the great Inca, 
the brilliant court of Montezuma, the 
bloody Aztec sacrifice, the castled walls of 
Me.\ico under siege, the cliff-dwellers, the 
Zuni Indians at Coronado, and the home 
of the Colorado River Indians, the found- 
ing of the Spanish missions, the old 
Spanish home life, the throne of Kame- 
bameha, the grand .Vleutian and hi? icv 
home, Kobinsoe Crusoe, and the two scenes 
from California mining history. 

Now comes the llrst of the new floats 
representing neighboring cities. It is 
Fresno, and the applause runs far 
in advance of its approach. It ix 
Fresno's 8t<>8mboat, a most clever 
conception and complete bit of execution. 
It is a steamboat with a double deck and 
tall chimneys throwing smoke, her big 
sidewheels revolving in water which she 
oarrjes for the purp"-e, her walking-beam 
moving busily up and .In'.vn. el^i trir lights 
fore and aft and the colored lights (.f the 
cabin showing like a miniature ferry at 
night. She is loaded with a variety of 
fruit and is properly manned. The Fresno 
is a great boat and a worthy representative 
of a great town. 

They are all coming into line. Son 
Pedro ia next, and so prood of her harbor 
that she, too, has a moving representative, 
a ship remarkable in its accurate detail. 
Two wagons follow with birdseye views of 
the town and of the harbor. There is also 
a hand-made locomotive labeled the "Ixis 
Angeles, San Pedro and Salt Lake Rail- 
road. ' 

Now comes Orange Connty with an im- 
mense orange, stirrounded by orange trees. 
] On the float are a number of seats, occu- 
pied by as many ladies and labeled for the 
towns of Anaheim, .Santa Ana, i'uUerton 
and Orange. The float is excellent in de- 
sign and execution. On the top of the 
orange sit the high priestess of the county. 

Long Beach comes now with an im- 
mense shell iralwdded in the sand and half 
ojien. Within sits half a dozen little water 
nymphs, who have taken shelter there. 

Redlands comes with another giant 
orange, upon the top of which is placed an 
immense goliien crown. .\ll of these 
floats are properly ami effectively trimmed 
with palms and llowers. The Hedlands 
float is burning red lire, as indeed are 
many of the others that have gone. Some 
of them are flring rockets and Roman 
candles. 

Redondo beach comes with ^another big 

ship on wheels. The beantifnl white float 
of the Chamber of Commerce with its ex- 
ample of Greek architecture and California 
fmit, attended with four white-robed 
torch-bean-rs, comes next. It provokes 
even more enthiuium than daring the day- 
light parade. 

The float of the Grand Army is. just be- 
hind it with an immense star of the army's 
badge, and stacks of arms and drapery of 
flags and shields and the names of Grant 
and Sherman, Hooker, Thomas. Logan 
and Bickelsand their great battles. The 
float is manned bv soldiers and sailors and 
is applauded ail cfown the line.

The maskers were not out in great num- 
bers, but they, it is said, reserve themselves 
especially for the grand masquerade of 
Saturday. The illumination was continued 
until nearly midnight, and the throng, 
though materially thinned out, of course, 
is still represented abroad and its tin horn 
and its tum-ttira and, most of all, its sur- 
prising little whistle.

ANTA B.\Rr!.\R,\. Cm,., April 17. 
To-day the town opened her arms 
v. lile to welcome .a \i<^<i ,,f visit- 
ors. They -^warmed in from all 
sides, and the Imtels are now put- 
ting guests in '-cottages"- -a ratlier elastic 
term for rooms as netir to the parent sup- 
ply as possible, Pr.im ott.iL'c it is a 
natural subsidence to cot in passage, parlor 
or paniry. 

The main streets present a stirring ap- 
pearance to the many visitors arriving to 
attend the battle ot flowers to-morrow. 
Besides the more than ordinarily substan- 
tial arches along State street, there has 
been much individual decoration on the 
part of the vc.rious mcrchant.s. Vehicles 
are at a premium, and even llowers of spe- 
cial varieties have been impi.irted. The 
Olympia, lying in the harbor, attracts 
many visitors, who are conrteoiudy enter- 
tained. 

Special events of the day were the rose 
exhibition, a notable Spanish-American 
wedding and the first grand promenade 
concert by Roncovieri's San Francisco 

band of forty pieces. To-morrow the Half- 
million Club is expected from Los Angeles 
to witness the great floral procession, for 
which already over HWentries are recorded. 
Comprising in numy cases groups of twenty 
or more gayly costumed characters. There 
will be substantial prizes for the iiest cav- 
alcade, the best novelty, the best group 
of cyclists, the best children's miniature 
equipage and a score of others. Old Santa 
Barbarans say the parade will eclipse any- 
thing ever seen on this coast or a- ywln re. 

Los Angeles' carnival was of a mixed 
variety, and the residents of Santa Bar- 
bara pride themselves on the fact that they 
are keeping to the original idea which they 
conceived four years ago, and are giving a 
purely natural show, in which every class 
may join and which is based wholly upon 
the natural wealth of S.inta Barbara in 
flowers. Henceforth for the pure flower 
festival Santa Barbara will be ranked first. 
No advertisements are tolerated, and to- 
morrow's show will be as nearly Arcadian 
as possible. 

Considerable expectation is manifested 
over the coming of the Half-Million Club 
to-morrow. People are asking what the club 
is. One intelligent man was heard asking 
whether it was a club composed of people 
each worth half a million dolUrs. Other 
equally absurd constructions are placed 
U).on the title. But people are beginning 
to understand that it means an association 
liledged to attract resiiients to California 
and so increase business for evervbody. 
Gradually the utterances of the half-mil- 
lionites are permetiting the people and the 
club is likely to lind here a fertile soil for 
its seeds of progress and California unity. 
There has existed some antagonism in the 
past between the northern and southern 
portions of the State, and even lovely 
Santa Barbara has pouted rather petulantly 
over her shoulder at her elder sister, Los 
Angeles, for stealing some of her thnnder 
in selecting this time and this copvrighted 
Moral festival. So the Half-Million Club 
could h.irdly have chosen a better time'to 
spread its gospel of unity. 

It is beginning to dawn upon the com- 
munity that lliere is no use in wasting 
force in jealousies when the force could be 
much better employed in increasing 
business and making better times for the 
whole State, so that the Half-million Club, 
to judge from the way intelligent Santa 
Barbara people speak, is likely soon to 
become a great California institution and a 
nucleus of a greater California one and 
undivided in the future. It may have to 
change its limited name to adapt itself to 
these coming conditions, for Santa Bar- 
bara, at least, will want to participate in 
its work and there are other counties to 
hear from. As Cortez concjuercd Mexico 
with a handful of soldiers, so these new 
pioneers of progress .ire disarming 
prejudice and discovering, indeed, all along 
their route. Whether they will arrive to- 
morrow on time or not is a matter of 
speculation, bnt it Is certain that they will 
come. Perhaps the fnll effect of their 
work will be seen after they have gone, bat 
in the meantime it is curious to note the 
interest with which their advent is re- 
garded here. 

In the evening the new pavilion was 
crowded with auditors of the first promen- 
ade concert by Roncovieri's band, consid- 
ered the best organization of its kind west 
of Chicago. The fact wa-i appreciated by 
this music-Iovins: j.cople. When the pa- 
vilion was jammed to the doors the ap- 
proaches bom State street were thronged 
with residents of every class listening to 
Wagner, Ofienbach and Yerdi with de- 
monstrative delight. To most it was a 
revelation. For to-morrow's concert the 
rose exhibits will be removed, leaving a 
seating capacity of 1.500. 

Among the prominent visitors expected 
to-morrow are the members of the Cali- 
fornia Press Association. They are now at 
Los Angeles, and their itinerary assigns 
them to-morrow to .Santa Barbara. ,So the 
battle of Uowers may be chronicled as it 
deservea to be throughout the State. 



FROM WHABF TO TBEBUNE. 

BeantlftU Decorations Along the pzla> 
elpal Street of the newer 

City. 

SANTA BARBARA, Cal., April 17.- 
Driving up State street, from the wharf to 
the trifatues above the pavilion, which 
will fOna the conzse of to-monow'spuadt^ 
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one's attention is arrested l>y tlio m3^?^iv(■ 
and original arches spanning the LreiiLh 
from sidewalk to sidewalk. Tliey are of 
different comiHijiti. n and all-striking be- 
tween them run lines of gay streamers of 
national Spanish and Mexican colors flnt- 
tering in the breeze. Every hitching-post 
and aiming standard is coucealed boneath 
arrangements of palm leaves, of which 
over 10,000 have beun employed for this 
purpose alone. Tlie lirst arch is formed of 
a prou-.idwork of /reon t^panish moss, 
liav;;i- a frin^-i^ of pampas. ^Vhite pampas 
plume?, dyed red a:ui white, frin-e and 
suriuouut the perihelion and tUid the ti>h- 
net suspended therefrom. The main 
Etar.dar N are marked with palm leaves. 
On the face appear tlie letters and figures, 
"S. B.— 1895— F.F.". the letters signifying, 
."8anto Barbara Floral Festival." 

The second arch is composed almost 
wholly of eucalyptus leaves. The third 
is the national arch. It li a superb piece 
of work, representing turrets and national 
flags, al! worked oat minutely with dyed 
pampas plumes; then there is another of 
wild mustard blossoms, another of dyed 
pampa.s opposite the San Marcose, and at 
the Arlin{;ton a specially i>ermanent look- 
ing structure of pretty white feathery 
plumes and palm leaves, made up into 
towers and three arches, the center one | 
being the largest. All the arches are { 
made in this three-fold manner, the e8ect 
being the entrance to a colonnade^ 

Past the Arlington is the new pavilion 
and the tribunes. The pavilion is literally 
hidden with a lovely mantle of i>alms, 
only the white apex showing above the 
green. 

Tin- tribunes are til-- lou;:: line of crand 
stands anaiigeil with tiers '<t seats on 
either side of tlio street. Between these 
stands the procession makes its way, being 
pelted with flowers, and the best of each 
group is selected at the judges' stand, 
which occupies a prominent position in 
the center of the tribunes. This is vir- 
tually the end of the route, the street being 
closed thereafter. The tribunes are cov- 
ered with white material, upon which are 
spread, i:i ..rt: tic l.ivishness, colored 
draperies and greenery. Fluttering stream- 
ers of varied hue adorn the upper tiers, 
giving a peculiar dazzling and airy ap- 
pearance to this privileged location. The 
judges' stand is specially gorgeous, and in 
the stray sunlight the whole aggregate of 
this stretch of street forms a happy con- 
summation to the scattered effects before 
encoimtered. 

But the private enterprise of merchants 
all along the line of march is also pecu- 
liarly commendable. Al Shaw's store a 
regular show place is afforded. The front 
of the store is framed in bananas, in bud 
blossom and fruit, strawberries growing in 
pots, dates, ail grown in the county, wild 
mustard flowers and cillas, iieneath a 
crown of purple pampas plumes. A great 
fish net, studded with roses, is festooned 
across the front. One great window is de- 
voted to representing the legend, "Santa 
Barbara Floral Festival, 1895," in white 
flowers on a background of wild hyacinth, 
while tne other prest nts the American flag 
in la Marque and Henrietta roses. 

The San Marcus is beautifully decorated 
■n hli pampas plumes arranged in sets of 
tliree, Tlie Arlijigton has arches of pampas, 
strings of fairy lamps and balconies banked 
with calias and a myriad o: streamers 
which transform the grounds. John P. 
lieiiii has given his place of business a 
uuique appearance by outlining the ex- 
terior with cork bark elm. One of his win- 
dows is occupied by a fish net screen in 
which clusters of lovely purple and white 
wisteria are caught. A similar net in the 
other window is tapestried with 
sweet peas of every coiur, no less than 2500 
iMlng used. Frink's store has in the win- 
dow a foundation of fiant.i Barbara tree 
moss against which appears a gigantic 
scroll composed altogether of duchess 
roses. On either side arc ciu'tains of the 
pretty pink blosoms some twelve thousand 
having been required. The scroll is in- 
scribed "Santa Barbara Floral Festival," 

Emerson's has a wealth of banksia roses, 
Booth and Packard a natural rookery of 
wild flowers, and so it is along the whole 
line. 

Between and beneath this floral art 
work to-day flowed a constant stream of 
expectant humanity — cyclists, tourists, 
farmers, visitors, society ladies, country 
cousins, Mexicans on broncos, girls in 
bloomers on wljeels, barefooted children, 
stately dons of the oid .'^panisli regime, 
flower-girls, bandsmen, naval oliicers, poli- 
ticians and grandmothers. And all wore 
bouquets and an exercised expression. 
They were en fete, and business cares have 
been shed for the nonce. All had time to 
look at the preparations, at the exhibi- 
tions of fruit before the fruiterers and to 
admire the prospects for to-morrow. Even 
the gurney horses wore their pampas 
plumes with an addi'd air of importance.

So this really means the founding 
of botanical gardens which shall be the 
dcp o; of the PaciOc and the scene of ex- 
I ' : nt in the cultivation of rare growths 
fr.jni tlif Orient and from Central and 
tiout.h America. 

.So great has been the bu' cpss already 
achieved in this direction that inquiries 
and requests for plants are constantly com- 
ing from the great botanical gardens of the 
world. Dr. F. Francischi, the superinten- 
dent, comes from Italy's great botanical 
gardens. 

The exhibit made by this association in- 
cluded interesting plants from Siberia, 
India, Mexico, Chile, Brazil, China, Jai>an 
and Central and South Africa. And it 

proved an altogether new theory, vis.: 
That trees and shrubs from the harsh 
Arctic regions as well as those accustomed 
to the burning rays of a tropical sun, 
thrive luslUy in this friendly clime. The 
most interesting exhibit at this stand was 
a tiny pot containing a delicate fern-like 
plant. 

This dainty seedling is the result of the 
first attempt ever made to cnltivate the 
palofierro or ironwood tree found by the 
Spanish on Santa Cruz Island, a magnifi- 
cent tree which grows to the height of 
fifty feet and has been decided by 
botanists to be an entirely unique genus, 
having no relative on the globe, its scien- 
lilic name being the lyon othainnus 
asptenifolius. A number of rare growths 
from Guadalt^ Island also attracted 
attention. 

Next in interest came tbe eollectionfof 
fresh wildflolrers from tbe hills and 
canyons and seashore made by the Agassiz 
Association, comprising more than eighty 
species of flowers at their best, a notable 
exhibit when it is understood that these 
w ild blossoms are for tbe most part short 
of season and every month brings new 
varieties. 

Dr. Yates' collection of rare cacti and 
ferns and other erotics was constantly 
thronged. Mrs. W'aae of Mojitecito, whose 
grounds are rich in choice plants, tilled a 
long table with some of her choicest flow- 
ers. Her exhibit of ranuneoli and of 
Soman aneoaones were espeoidly noties

Reception. 



BAKKRSFrBLD, Cai*, April 17.— Pur- 
suant to announcement, the Examiner 
train arrived here early this morning from 
Visalia. About 9 o'clock, the reception 
committee, which bad been previously op- 
pointed, went over to the depot and bade 
the visitors welcome. The party had been 
reduced in force, and now consists of A. H. 
Barendt, in charge, assisted by Mr. 
Pinkiert, and accompanied by Alfred J. 
Marcus, representing the directors of the 
San Francisco and San Joaquin Railroad. 

After a brief chat over the purpose of the 
visit, the party took carriages and drove 
over to the heights, thence down the 
grade to the river, along the canals to the 
Jewett-avenue bridge, then into town by 
Twenty-fourth street, past tbe County 
Hospital and to the hotel, Tbe visitors, 
none of whom had ever been here before, 
e.xpressed themselves as delighted with 
what tney saw, and were of one mind that 
all this part of the valley needed to make 
it perfect was another railroad. 
HAft«r consultation with the c-vecutive 
committee appointed at the mass-meeting 
last ■•^aiiiniay it was decided to hold an- 
other uieeting this evening. At the hour 
appointed the hall was crov;dcd, tliere 
being a sprinkling of ladies present. Judge 
Bruudagee called the meeting to order and 
Senator S. C. Smith was chosen chairman. 

Chairman Smith stated tbe object of tbe 
meeting and then introduced A. J. Mar- 
cus, representing tbe directors of the val- 
ley road. The gentleman made a short 
explanatory statement of the method of 
making stock subscriptions.

000, bat more would be needed. He (Soa- 
cluded by saying: 

"If BakersHeld wants the road she's got 
to work for it." 

Chairman Smith reported that the ex- 
ecutive committee had waited upon Lloyd 
Tevis this afternoon and that gentleman 
had said that wherever possible he would 
donate right of way and depot grounds to 
the road. This was received with hearty 
applausr.

CHICAGO, III., April 17. — WilHsm 
Hanson, a truckman at the Dearborn-street 
railway station, who has been playing one 
of the most clever games the postal inspec- 
tors were ever called upon to unravl, was 
detected and arrested at Elgin to-day. 

Hanson's night duties consisted of hand- 
ling the mail-pouches. He would take a 
handful of letters from a pouch, and es- 
pecially those addressed to postmasters, 
and extract the money-order advices. 

He would then search the pouch for all 
letters addressed to parties whose names 
were found.

DECIDES PNSTCilCAGO. 



Telegrapli Companies Must Be 
Allowed to Use the 
Streets. 



Municipalities Have No Right to 
Hinder the Construction of 
the Lines. 



CHICAGO, lM„, April 17.— William 
l^ooth. Master of the Federal court, to 
w::. un was referred a case brought by the 
city involving the use of the streets by a 
telegraph company, has decided in favor 
of the latter. The results of the decision, 
if sustained by the higher courts, are far- 
reaching. The Master, in giving his con- 
clusions, argues substantially as follows; 

"The law may be said to be well estab- 
lished that since Congress has actea upon 
the subject of teleizraph companies by an 
act of July 24, IH'iO, any interstate tele- 
grajih company which has duly complied 
with the requirements of said act has the 
absolute right to construct, maintain and 
operate lines of telegraph over and along 
any of the military or post roads of the 
United States, and that no State or subdi- 
vision of a State has any right to obstruct 
or hinder it in so constructing, maintain- 
taining and operating its lines. 

"While the city might perhaps, under 
its police power and for the purpose of pro- 
tecting its streets, recjuire the complainant 
to give a bond, a^ rc ]uired in the amended 
ordinance of I'c. cmlier !>. ISM, yet the 
giving of such tKind could not be made a 
condition precedent to the right to do busi- 
ness. Corporate authorities may subject 
such a company to reasonable police regu- 
lations, etc., require lines to be placed un- 
der ground when the public good requires 
it, or reuulate the height of poles, etc, but 
they cannot under the guise or pretense of 
police regulation iinpo-^e unreasonable con- 
ditions or exact a prohibitive tax. An in- 
terstate telegraph company lias the right 
to have such matters investigated in the 
courts aa to their reasonableness or other- 
wise."

The demanu for refined 
sugars, which was very dull when the two 
refineries were closed, has become brighter, 
and, though the market is still overstocked, 
it is thought probable a healthy condition 
will soon be restored. The McCahan refin- 
ery is not controlled by the trust, and is 
running on nearly full time.

WASHINGTON, D. C, April I7.-Secre- 

tary Gresham has laid down some doctrine 
touching the rights of merchant steamers 
in foreit-n ports to afford asvluin to refu- 
gees thai may lie of •.mi .it inii">rtance to 
tlie couinianders of vessels. Tills was 
called out by a letter addressed to the 
State Department in December, 1893, 
by C. P. Huntington, president of the 
T'acific Mail Steamship Company, asking 
for an exect definition of the powers of 
the captains ot merchant steamers in this 
rcp.'ct. 

Til" Secretary responded that the so- 
called iloi trine of tlu' riirbt of asylum hav- 
ing no application to merchant vessels in 
port, it follows that the sliii>niaster cannot 
eiercise discretion on the character of an 
offense charged against a refn^'ee. 

While no general rule can be laid down 
as a comprehensive principle, a merchant 
vessel in a foreign yort is within the local 
jurisdiction of the country with respect to 
offenses or offenders against the laws 
thereof, and an orderly demand for a sur- 
render of the person accused of the crime 
by a due process of law, with the exhibi- 
tion of the warrant of arrest in the hands 
of the regnlarly accredited ofliccrs of the 
law, m.ay not be disregarded or resisted 
by the master of the ships. Arbitrary at- 
tempts to capture the jiussenger by force 
may call for a ilisavowal, when a resort to 
violence endangers the lives of innocent 
people and the property of a friendly 
nation. 

Whether, if force be threatened, the mas- 
ter of the vessel is justified in putting in 
jeopardy, by his resistance, the interests 
confided to his care must be largely a ques- 
tion for his discretion. That passengers 
may have come on board at the port where 
a demand is made, or at another port of 
the safuc country, is immaterial to the 
right of juri.sdiction. 

The Secretary conclniles with an ad- 
monition to the American merchant caji- 
tains to permit the orderly operation of 
law in foreign ports on their ships, and 
thus avoid application for an asylum for 
refugees, and occasions for the exhibition 
of arbitraiy force against their ships.

Sensational Climax to a Libel 
Suit Against an 

Editor. 

The Verdict of the Court Denounced 
as a Startling Perversion 
of Justice. 



PHILADELPHIA. Pa., April 17.— Ex- 

.Mayor William H. Smith of this city se- 
cured a verdict to-day for $l,'i,i)00 dania^i'S 
against the Times and its editor. Colonel 
A. K. Mct.'Iiire, for having charged that 
Smith owed lar^ie sums of money, had 
given bogus chec-ks ami lied from the 
city. 

"This afternoon before the trial ended 
Colonel McClure caused a sensation in 
court. He arose and addressing Judge 
Cordon charged he was not being treated 
fairly by the court, and also that bis wit- 
nesses were being bribed. He then re- 
quested his counsel to withdraw from the 
case. Judge Gordon stated that the court 
was not showing any favors and directed 
the case to proceed. 

The Times to-morrow will say: 

"Tlie verdict is simply a startling climax 
in the perversion of justice in its own 
sanctuary, and it will certainly be so re- 
garded, not only by the entire press of the 
State and country, but by every consid- 
erate and &ir-minded citizen. 

"Had Mr. Smith been a man of cleanest 
reputation, of the highest character and 
stainless in all his records as a public ofil- 
cial and a citizen, a fair-minded court and 
jury upon a fair trial, with no semblance 
of truth in the libel complained of, might 
have allowed a verdict of |')|»h1 or 
tld.m. Rut a verdict of $4.'5.00O, 
rendered in favor of a man who, 
in the highest official jiosition 
ever held in the city, was impeached for 
tlie misappropriation of public funds, and 
in an official military position was dis- 
missed from the service for the misappro- 
priation of military funds, and whose sub- 
sequent reputation as a business man did 
not inspire general confidence, could not 
be explained in any other way than by s 
startling climax in the perversion ot lus- 
tice." _

A Note of Warning Sounded at 
the IMeeting of the 
IToctors. 



Doctor Wlnslow Anderson Repri- 
manded for "Unethical 
Conduct." 



At yesterday's morning session of the 
Medical Society of the State of California, 
in Golden Gate Hall, the lirst paper read 
was that on ".\.ltitu<le in California in Re- 
lation to Immunity from Tuberculosis" 
by L'r. ,1. II. I>av!son of I.,os Angeles. It 
stated that the varied topography, 
the long stretch of sea coast— ex- 
tending over ten degrees of lati- 
tude—the numerous mountain ranges, 
the beautiful and fertile valleys, the im- 
ra ense number of natural springs of vary- 
ing temperatures and potencies, the per- 
petual snows in the distance, the fine 
scenery, the southern latitude, with almost 
perjietual sunshine, with an equable 
climate and other consequent nieteorologie 
conditions, make California not only a 
State of the most varied ixissibilities as a 
perpetual pleasure resort, out a perpetual 
health resort as well. 

"Tuberculosis was almost unknown 
among the aborigines or American In- 
dians in California, and also among the 
native Spanish and Mexicans. 

"Some would-be clitnatologists, as Dr. 
Andrew Iiavid-on and others, have prated 
about the prevalence of consnmptiou and 
the high mortality of the disease in Cali- 
fornia, as if sucli a condition of affaini<did 
not obtain at every famed health resort on 
the face of the globe. This state of affairs 
has its analogue in the large number of in- 
sane in California. 

".ind in like manner a number of peo- 
ple ascribe it to the climate; but the f.act 
IS that insanity is not essentially indige- 
nous to California, or due to the climatic 
conditions or altitudes, but is rather the 
result of the influx of mental, moral, finan- 
cial and jilivsical wrecks, many of whom 
ciune b''C;c:-e of their in-nrotic conditions, 
which had a beginning in the East and in 
foreign countries, and a large proportion 
of these are paujiers and dissipated in 
habits. And the further fai't must be re- 
membered that in California we lock up 
the insane, whereas in the East and in 
many foreign countries they are left at 
lar^-e. 

'•Many of our insane have an asylum 
record before coming to California, and in- 
sanity is essentially incurable." 

After showing that a high altitude is not 
essential to effect a cure in pulmonary 
<iiseaseR, the author conehideil that "the 
varied topography and eipiable climate of 
California are such as to constitute it an 
ideal home for the invalid — a natural sani- 
tarium for ptdmonic diseases." 

This was followed with a pajieron "The 
Medical Topography of Northern l.'alifor 
Ilia" by Dr. li. M. <;ill of liunsmnir. 

(Jne of the most interesiinij essays was 
that of Dr. W. R. Cliiness of San Francisco 
on "Progress in State .Medicine." It stated 
that since the di.scovery of the bacillus tu- 
berculosis, pulmoiiary phthisis liad 
materially declined in Germanjr. Figures 
with reference to the larger cities of that 
country were quoted in corroboration of 
the statement, and it was added that simi- 
lar improvement hau undoubtedly been 
made in this country. I'.n.L'l.ind and France. 

"Terhaps the most note worthy advjince 
in curative medicine during the past j'ear," 
continued the essayist, "is the anti-toxine 
treatment of Behring and Roux for diph- 
theria, by the subcutaneous injection of 
blooil-serum of horses, rendered immune 
by successive injections of the virus in in- 
creasing strength." 

Farther on the alarming averment was 
made that "dtirinc the past year small- 
pox has manifested unusnal" prevalence 
throughout the country east of the Kockv 
Mountains, indicatin;j: another cycle of 
activity, and in my judgment we have 
reason to apprehend the same experience 
on this coast.

ST. LOriS, Mo., April 17.— .\ special to 
the Republic from (iiithrie, U. T., says; 

("ouriers just arrrived here from Tisbi- 
mongo, the capital of the Chickasaw na- 
tion, report that a battle is raging between 
Governor Mosely and 200 insurrectionists. 
Six people have been killed and eight 
wounded, so the report says, and great ex- 
citement prevails. 

The cause of the trouble is due to bad 
political blood which has long pervaded 
the Chickasaw seat of government, and 
which existed since the last session of the 
Legislatiui'. 

Willis Brown. Charles Brown and Noah 
McGill, who claimea to have been elected 
Sheriffs of the nation, allege that the Leg- 
islature acted illegally w^hen it rejected 
their claims to such ollices. 

On Tuesday morning Governor Mosely 
issued orders to all Sheriffs, Constables and 
deputies throughout the nation to report 
to him at once with arms. 

AVhen the otlicers gathered around the 
house, 200 enraged men, headed by Mctdll 
and the Brown brothers, rushed from ad- 
joining houses and a deacily riot followed.

Tlie I'nited States respectfully repre- 
seut? that if a hearing is granted in the 
above entitled cas.etiie rc>heariiii: fliouUl 
cover all of the legal ami coustilutional 
tjue>ti'n;> involved, and not merely tliose 
as to wliii h the court i.-^ ecjually divided. 

Firjt- Whetlier the tax on incomes gen- 
erally, inclusive of rents and interests or 
(lividend:« from investments of all kinds, is 
or is not a direct tax within the meaning 
of the Federal constitntion, is a matter 
npon which, in the original question, 
the (ioverniuent ha? really never been 
heard. Ui- pojui.'U at the time of 
argument was tliat the question ba^l l>eeii 
Bettleu by an ex]'osition of the cou.-'.itu- 
tion praciir.illy contemporaneous with its 
adoption: by a subsequent unbroken line 
of judicial prct clems ; by coiicurriiiu and 
repeated actio;i of all departments the 
Governracni. and by the consensus of all 
text writers and authorities by whom the 
subject heretofore has been considered. 

Secoffd — ^The importance to the Govern- 
ment of the new views on its taxing power 
announced in the opinion of the Chief Jus- 
tice can hardly be exaggerated. First, 
pushed to their logical conclusion, they 
practically exclude from direct operation 
all the real estate of the countrj' and all 
its invested personal property. They ex- 
clude it because if realty and personalty 
are taxed only iiy rules of apportionnioiit, 
the inevitable inequalities resulting from 
such a plan of taxutiou are so t'foss and 
f.agrant as to absolutely debar any resort 
to it. 

That such inequalities must result is 
practicall}- admitted, the only suggestion 
in reply being that the power directly tax- 
ing realty and personal property was not 
meant for use as an ordinary, eyery-day 
power; that the United States was ex- 
pected to rely for its customary rerennes 
upon duties, imposts and excises: and 
t&at it was m<;uit that it should 
impose direct t.i.vis only in extraor- 
dinary emergencies, and a" a sort of 
final resort. It is :i'l:!iittu.l tliat the con- 
tiitr.iioii o'.\ a ojiestion of ^',lch vital im- 
jiortauce in itself, and requiring for its sup- 
port an imputation to its framers of specific 
purposes which nothing in the text of the 
constitution has any tendency to lereal, 
cannot t>e too carefully considered before 
bein^ finally adopted. 

Secondly, though of minor importance, 
it i.s c* rtair,ly r"!' vant to point out that if 
this II' V.' . X] I of the lonstitution re- 

ferred to is to I'revail the I'nited States 
has, under previous inc.juie-tax laws, col- 
lected vast sums of money which, on every 
principle of justice, it ought to refund, and 
which it niu'it be assumed Congress will 
deem itself l^ound to make provision for 
refunding by appropriate legislation.

WASHINGTON, D. C, April 17.— The 
ofiicials at the Department of Agriculture 
are pursuing their investigation into the 
recent big rise in the price of beef, and it is 

more than likely they will have something 
delinite to say within the next week with 
reference to the cause of the matter and 
the probable outcome. The action of the 
department in raising the embargo on 
Mexican cattle is expected to have the 
effect of keeping the price of beef from go- 
ing up higher even if it does not cause a 
decline. Dr. .'^alinon, chief of the bureau 
of animal inde.stry. said to-day there was 
an undoubted scarcity of cattle in the 
West, sufficient to account in part for the 
increased price of dressed meats. 

"The only question," said he, "is whether 
this scarcity is sufficient to acoonnt for it 
altogether, or whether the few big men 
who control the beef market have not, to a 
certain extent at least, anticipated the 
effect of this scarcity; in other \Vi>rils, 
whether the effect has not come betore the 
cause. What we are anxious to know is 
whether the price of cattle has gone np in 
proportion to the price oi beef. It i^ not 
any easy matter to settle and our agents 
are nie< ting some difficulty in getting at 
the facts in the matter, but their reports 
are b^inniug to come in. 

"For some time past," continued Dr. 
Salmon, "cattle have been getting scarcer 
and scarcer in the West and especially in 
the Southwest. The condition of the grass 
has been so poor cattle have well nigh dis- 
appeared entirely. In Southwestern Texas, 
for example, where there used to be tre- 
mendous herds, there are jiractically none 
to-day. There has been a great improve- 
ment in the grass this year in Texas and 
other Wc-r.Tii .States, but the cattle are not 
there to take advantage of it. That is one 
reason that influenced the department in 
its decision to raise the embargo on cattle 
from Mexico. Mexican cattle have been 
looked upon with disfavor for the reason 
that Texas fever is known to exist on the 
other side of the border and a quarantine 
has been kept np in the stmimer. The 
action of the packers in raising the price of 
beef to stich an extent re.'ulted in the de- 
partment raising the embargo. The de- 
partment has increased its force of in- 
spectors and all incoming cattle will be 
rigidly examined. Furthermore, the Mex- 
ican cattle seem to be in an unusually good 
condition this year."

Vi lutionary treasury 
in a steady stream from the .\rmeuiaii 
colonies in Batoum, Tiflis, Baku, Erivan, 
Etchmiadzin and other places in Russia, 
and from Rescht, Kazvin, Teheran, Tebriz, 
Khoia and other cities in Persia. The 
central idea of the plan of campaign is a 
general uprising of Armenians through- 
out the Turkish empire some time during 
the month of May. The leaders promised 
the people in the eastern part of Armenia 
that the eliiei attack will be made in the 
oity of Constaiitinoiile itself, and that the 
brunt of the fighting will be done by the 
Armenian residents therein, but this may 
only be a subterfuge to encourage thefaint- 
hearted at Van, Bitlis and Moush. 

The Armenians have at least 4000 Martini- 
Uenry rifles hidden in secret places in the 
mountains not a great distance from Lake 
Van. For a handful of untrained Ar- 
menians to deliberately begin a fight with 
the 300,000 regular troops of the Turkish 
empire would seem to be folly too colossal 
for human conception ; yet the purpose is 
not to bring Turkey to terms in a fair 
fight bi;t t" >• tt!e the qnarrel by interven- 
tion of the Knropean powers. Before the 
revolution is thrne montiis old the powers, 
it is be-Iieveri, will be compelled t<) take a 
hand in the <'otiHiPt, for the cruelty, 
atrocity, the outrage, the blood and 
butchery of the struggle will be so un- 
thinkably horrible that Christian hu- 
manity will interfere. Armenia, it is then 
honed, may get her freedom. 

For the most part the revolutionary lead- 
ers are of the younger generation of Ar- 
menians, who argue it is no worse that a 
few thousand Armenians should be killed 
separately during a period of a few mouths ' Railway 
or years. 

To what extent the plans of the revolu- 
tionary leailers are ap)'roveil by the Ar- 
menian people at large it is diilicult to 
tell. I seriously doubt if those plans are 
known in detail to more than five per cent 
of the Armenians. Still there are genuine 
patriots who believe that to free Armenia 
from the dreadful depth to which she is 
sunk they must surrender some of their 
fellow-countrymen to torture, outrage and 
death. 

There is a belief in Europe that Russia 
desires to make the Armenians Russian 
subjects by annexing the eastern end of 
Turkey. Curiously enougli, this belief is 
not shared by the Ku'^aians vi the Cau- 
casian region. The Georgians certainly 
would resent any further increase in the 
Armenian population. The business 
methods of the Armenians are not gene- 
rally approved by Georgians and Rus- 
sians. It is therefore beUeved it is likely 
that Russia wants the Armenians, but ' 
whether or not she wants the Turkish 
territory wh ich the Armenians inhabit is | 
quite another matter. For the most part, | 
the average Armenian is anxious to have i 
some otlier man fight his battles, and he 
is willing to believe England and Russia 
are only v,:nting for a chance to come In 
an<l dismembf r the Turkish empire. 

The Armenian ncwspapersin Russia and 
Persia contain no hint, however remote, 
of their prejiarations, but contain only de- 
nunciations of Turkish tyranny, and de- 
mands for the enforcement of the sixty- 
first article of th^ Berlin treaty. The lower 
classes aro less discreet In Tiflis especially 
they fill themselves np with vodka and go 
about the streets damoring for an Ar- 
menian king. As the time for the revo- 
lutionary uprising approaches, the words 
of the Armenian Catholic, Monsignor 
Ghrimiran, have an added significance : 
"Armenia is in sore distress, but her 
sufferings will soon be at an end."

MONTREAL, QtnsBEC, April 17. -Elec- 
tions were held to fill vacancies in Quebec 
constituencies to-day. In Vercheres, a 
French-Canadian and Roman Catholic con- 
stituency, the issue was pre-eminently the 
Manitoba school question, and the Govern- 
ment hoped to redeem a life-long Liberal 
scat on their pledge of remedial legislation 
to the Manitoba Catholic minority. The 
result was disappointing to them, as C. A. 
Coffion, Liberal, defeated F. J. Bissaleon, 
Ministerialist, by a majority of 251. In 
the general election of ItiUl the Liberal 
majority was 148. 

In Quebec, West, the situation was dif- 
ferent. Thomas McGreevy, who was Im- 
prisoned for defrauding the Government 
in connection with the Quebec harbor 
works contract, stood for the seat which 
he lost on account of a scandal. Hon. 
J. H. Hearn, who succeeded him, was a 
Conservative, and his death has made the 
vacancy. 

Mr. McGreevy was opposed by R. R. 
Dobel, who defeated him by seven votes. 
Dobel is a supporter of the Liberal trade 
policy of tarifi for revenue, bat it is under- 
stood he will give the Government sup- 
port on other questions. 

TORONTO, OllTAMO, April 17.— The elec- 
tion which took place In Haldimand to fill 
a vacancy in the Domiiuon Parliament 
was more important than is usual with a 
by election, from the fact that it is the 
lirst time that an Ontario constituency has 
spoken since tlie order was i^«ued from 
Ottawa siigge>ting relief for the Konian 
and [ Catholic minority in Manitoba.

Chinese imperial edict sent by the Asso- 
ciated Press last night from Tientsin is 
accepted among the ollicials and diplomats 
here as setting at rest conllicling reports as 
to the final terms of peace. An indemnity 
of 200,000,000 taels is the compromise. 

Japan first demanded 800,000,000 taels, 
but on solicitation of Prince Li threw off 
100,000,000. At the Chinese legation it is 
stated that a tael varies in value, but the 
present value of the customs or treasury 
tael, in which undoubtedly the payment 
will be made, is $1 50 in Mexican silTer, or 
about 75 cents in gold. 

'J'his would iiiaki' the indemnity equiva- 
lent to $:mi,UtXJ,tXli in Mexican silver dol- 
lars, or $150,000,(>Jij in gold. Tlie Mexican 
trade dollar is the current coin of China 
and the basis of calculation, so that the .be- 
lief is very strong, though information on 
the subject is lacking, that the payment 
may be in silver. 

The edict that Japan is to occupy Liso 
Tang Peninsula up to the fortieth degree 
of latitude settles the important point that 
she will have a great fortress at Port Arthur 
and the immediate surrounding territory, 
as foreshadowed in the dispatches. 

Liao Tung Peninsula is a small point of 
land jutting southward into the Oulf of 
Pechili, with Port Arthur at its extreme 
point. The fortieth degree of latitude cuts 
across the mainland where the little penin- 
siula broadens into the mainland of Man- 
churia. This lower peninsula has the shape 
of a sword, and is known as the "Regent's 
sword." 

The edict does not state whether Japan 
gets the acquisition permanently or until 
the Indemnity ia paid. She has contended 
for having it permanently. If the occu- 
pancy is temporary it will give Japan a 
military command over China as Ipng as 
The permanent oc- 



cupancy of the island of Formosa has been 
settled for some time. The opening of 
Pekini; and four new purts of comtnerce 
marks the introduction of modern methods 
in the interior of China. 

Japan has gained the privilege of estab- 
lishing her cotton and other factories in 
China, bat it remains to be seen whether 
Japanese capitaTwill invest in these enter- 
prises or the Chinese boy these modem 
fabrics. 

The edict makes a significant omission 

as to the reported .Tapan-China alliance, 
offensive and defensive, which, if consum- 
mated, would have given the "Orient to 
the Orientals." Japanese and Chinese 
ollicials in Washington have never credited 
the report of this alliance.

All Xatlons Majf Be Favored hjf 
Treaty of J'eace. 

■WASHINGTON, D. C, Aprill7.— United 
States Minister Dun at Tokio has been 
heard from in an announcement of the 
conclusion of the treaty of peace between 
China and Japan, but he apparently docs 
not know npon what terms this treaty has 
been signed. The Chinese legation and 
the Japanese legation here are also in 
ignorance as to the exact oonditions. It 
is believed here that the Japanese have 
secured the abolition of the "liken" tax, 
by which is meant the^taz imposed on 
goods transported from one point in China 
to another. 

This has been the object of all occidental 
diploniaus accredited to China for months, 
anil the ofiicials of the State Department 
i feel that all civilized nations will owe a 
I debt of gratitude to Japan for thus re- 
moving this burden on their commerce 
with China, for it is not believed this con- 
cession would have been made in the in- 
terest of Japan alone. Should Japan, 
however, be the only beneficiary as re- 
gards this tax, it is fully expected that a 
strong protest will be made by the powers, 
which would be greatly handicapped in 
the competition with Japan for Chinese 
trade unless they could claim the same 
privilege of exemption under thefavoied- 
nation clauses of their treaties. 

The loss of the "liken" tax will be very 
severely felt by China. It averages about 
twelve million taels per annum, and China 
will supply the deficit in revenue with 
great difficulty. The total revenues of the 
country were estimated by a competent 
British consular officer in 1888 at 65,000,000 
taels per annum, and as the custom taxes 
aro Umited by treaty to 5 per cent it is a 
matter of much speculation as to how the 
country will nKse the large indemnity de- 
manded py Jap an. -

•U^VSHINGTON, D. C, April 17 — 'W. E. 
Curtis, the Washington correspondent of 
the Chicago Record, will leave here Satur- 
day and sail from San Francisco for Hong- 
kong on May -4. He goes to write a series 
of letters and to secure material for a book 
which shall show t^e possibilities of trade 
and commerce with China and Japan and 
Korea imder conditions that will follow 
the leatontion of peace between China and 
Japan.

The romantic story of Mary L. Ingles, 
better known as Mrs. John Bensley, pub- 
lished yesterday, reveals for the first time 
much that was slirouded in mystery. Dur- 
ing the famous struggle of Cliandos and 
his sisters to secure Mrs. Bcnsley's estate 
the public occ:isiotially caught a glimpse 
of what was behind the scenes, but the 
actors in the drama had schooled them- 
selves so perfectly that when the case 
ended the mystery was all the darker for 
the fitful gleam of light that flashed across 
its surface. 

It reveals, according to the evidence now 
in the possession of Mr. Tripp, years of 
scheming on the part of a brother and sis- 
ter to defraud an old man out of his for- 
tune, and the final accomplishment of that 
vile conception.

. The mystery that ■was bom in the crime- 
Btained church on Bartlett street, and the 
monster who was its father are still the 
topics that crowd all others in the public 
mind. Durrant is still regarded as the 
central figure in th<> ais-ful crime, but there 
are many who believe that if he sinned he 
did not sin alone. The i nliee are siill toil- 
ing indefatigably on tl'.is case that was 
oelebrafed before it wap tncnty-four hours 
old. Tlie blood-btaiiieil tabornaolo has 
been searched from foundation to rouf for 
more evidence, but more was not found 
there yesterday. Stalwart policemen 
guarded the stractnie, and Pastor Gibson 
and Janitor Sademan went m and out. 
Sademan had little to say, and the minis- 
ter would not talk. He tried to have the 
police keep reporters out of the btiilding, 
and failing in the attempt refused to talk 
to the newspaper men. 

The policeman who sat at the door 
thought with a sinking; heart of the long 
hour? of the night that he would be com- 
pelled to spend in the deserted building, 
and deplored the fact that the Police Com- 
missioners would not permit their subordi- 
nates to gather coinage from the exhilarat- 
ing glass. 

. Among the important developments of 
.the day was the finding of a woman who 
- says she heard shrieks in the church at 10 
. o'clock on the night of Miss Williams' 
murder. At that hour Durrant was at l")r. 
V-ogel's house, and if the girl was mur- 
dered then he is innocent of her death. A 
policeman was found who measured the 
footprints on the dusty floor of the tjclfry 
where Blanche Lamont's body was fo;ind. 

He said that the prints of a n.an '.^ and a 
• >vnman's shoes were found tlier. . a;, i the 
prints of the former of a No. ;> shoe, and 
that is not Durrant's size. 

Minnie Williams' body was taken to 
Laurel Hill Cemetery and placed in a vault. 
Prosecuting Attorney Barnes will have the 
coffin opened and the face of the dead girl 
pliotographed this morning. RIanche La- 
mont's body was sent to Dillon, Mont., to 
be buried therr. The Coroner's imiuest 
was ri'snmed, but wa^ imt concluded. 

PILING UP EVIDENCE. 

3ome Strong Testimony Which 
Was Given Against the 
Pi'lsuner.^ ' 

H. Theodore Durrant was not present 
when the Coroner's jury was called to order 
yesterday morning. Dr. Hawkins was a 
iittle indignant, and at once issued a sum- 
mons to appear and bring the body of the 
prisoner with him. The Chief at once 
obeyed the order, and in a short space of 
time the accused was in attendance in the 
custody of the Chief himself. He was 
much more composed than on the previous 
occasion, and listened to the testimony 
with considerable interest. AVhcn the 
statement of Dr. Vogel in reeard to his 
proposal to Miss Turner was read the pris- 
oner was confused, and kept his eyes fiied 
on the floor for a considerable time there- 
after. 

"The Rev. J. George Gibson was recalled 
to the stand. Asked by the Coroner if he 
had ever been in the belfrv prior to the 
murders, he answered erapljatically "no." 
Asked if hf had been up there since, he 
A ■;. ' ^ es, on Monday, the 15th 
in^t. He n'ver heard or knew of Durrant 
visiting the belfry, and never knew that 
bloodstains had been found on the stairs. 
According to hi - 'i^ tion Durrant had 
bp»'n connected < hurch since Ifo- 

veniber, 1892, a . : btcame pastor in 
Kovember, ISM. I' irrant was assistant 
superintendent of tiie .^auday-school. 

;'rhe Coroner— Do you know anything 
farther about the case? 

'X>ibson — I would like to make an expla- 
liatjon. In my testimony yesterday I said 
the clothing on the bo5y had not been 
touched before the Coroner's deputy ar- 
rived. I was mistaken. Krs. Nolte drew 
the clothes down a little, ana Dr. King 
drew them down still furthf-r. 1 did not 
know it was Miss Minnie Williams at the 
time. I only met her three times in mv 
Jife, and the last time was Friday, March 
22, last. On that occasion I saw her in the 
flunday-school room, but did not know she 
was there until she spoke to mo. 

Q.— Were you very intimate with Theo 
Durrant? A.— Not very. 

Q.— Is there a sleeping-room in the 
church? A.— Xo, sir; there is no sleeping 
apartment. There is a luunjie in a room 
on my study which can be made into a 
bed, but I never used it and I don't think 
any one else has during my term as pastor. 
I never had a confidential talk with Miss 
Wiiii.iin- as lias been stated. 

After identifying the knife, rags used 
as a gag and a fdece of wood used to push 
the cloth into the girl's month the rev- 
erend gentleman was excused. 

Mrs. A. B. Vov of 1707 Howard street, to 
w hose house Miss Williams went on her 
arrival from Alameda, testified in sub- 
stance as follows: "I never knew her to be 
called anything el.se but Minnie. The last 
time I saw her was on Friday, the 12th 
tnst. She left my hou.se before 8 o'clock, 
utating tnat she was goine to Dr. Vngel's 
on- the corner of "Twentv - s-xond and 
Howard. She didn't siy ' that she was 
going to Dr. Vopei 's, and it is only surmise 
on niy part that iliat was her destination. 
I never heard of Tlifo ' . ^ ! i , : -.lyit and 
never heard Minnie iik : ... name. 

When she left my hou.se she was dressed 
in a blue skirt and a silk waist. She was 
a splendid girl. One of the best I ever 
knew." 

Miss Florence A. Vov's testimonv was 
similar to that of her "mother. The last 
time she saw Minnie alive was a few min- 
utes before 8 o'clock on the 12th inst. Min- 
nie said she was ^oing to a Young People's 
Society of Christian Endeavor .social and 
would ask to have her name taken off the 
books. She owed a bill for dues, bnt while 
It did not amount to much, still she came 
tothe conclusion that she could not bear 
the cxppiiso. In answer to a question put 
by a juror, the witness said Miss Williams 
arrived at their house shortly beforedin- 
her. Thi-j- had that meal about 6:30 P. M. 

E. A. A\olt, an accountant, 630 Twenty- 
thlrdVitreet, was the next witness. He did 
not know anythini- at all about Miss Wil- 
liams. He may have met her, but did 
not remember. The last time he saw Dur- 
rant was at a quarter to 12 last Fridav, at 
the- comer of Twenty-fourth and Capp 
-streets. They were returning from the 
jpw^ftt Dr. yogel's, and the witness re- 



marked that he thought it would rain. 

"1 hope not," said Purrani, "because I 
have to go to Mount IVablo at 4:;iO .4. M. 
with the Signal Service Corps." 

Q-— What did you do after that? A.— T 
took Miss Lord home, and then went to my 
room andclianged niv clothes, preraratory 
to pointr to the rancli. I went ti> tlic coi^- 
ner of Twenty-fourth street and Orange 
alley, thinking my horse would be there; 
but, suddenly remembering I had not rid- 
den in, I ran toward the electric line to 
catch the last car. On the corner of 
Twenty-fourth and Hartlctt streets I saw a 
man standing whom I tliought was Theo 
Durrant. I didn't i^ay any particular at- 
tention, as I was in a hurry, so I am not 
positive it was TlifO. 

Q.— Wliere did vou see Durrant tirst on 
Friday evening? A.— At 1 )r. Vo;;crs. 2002 
Howard street. I was at the business 
meeting of the Christian Endeavor Society, 
although not a member. Miss Marshall 
acted as secretary in the absence of Dur- 
rant. Dr. Gibson "was there when 1 arrived 
and Durrant came after the business meet- 
ing was over and joined in nur an.use- 
ments. Ho arrived -it :t:.';0 or 9:4.'. o clock. 
He was cheerful, aiui entered into the 
■spirit oi the tiiiui.-. 

Q.— Di 1 he enter the parlor at once 
upon his arrival.' .\.--I[e did not. He 
remained outsii'.c aliont live minutes. 

One of the jurors wanted Durrant to put 
on his hat and coat in or ler tliat Wolf 
might identify him as th' iium he saw 
standing on the corner of Twenty-fourth 
and Bartlett streets, but the Coroner said 
it was not necessarv. 

Dr. T. A. Vogei, 2(302 Howard street, 
knew both Theodore Durrant and Minnie 
Williams. The last time he saw the latter 
alive was two weeks ac<i at a reception in 
the church. At that time she ^-as mostly 
in the company of Miss Lord. 

Q.— When did you last seeTheo Durrant? 
A.— At a meeting of the Christian En- 
deavor Society at my bouse. Durrant was 
appointed socretar>' about three months 
ago. but he was not" present at the business 
meetiuf;. He arrived at the house about 
9:30 P. .M., and his face was then wet with 
sweat and his hair was hanging down over 
his forehead. He went into my ottice, 
washed his hands and brushed his hair 
and then joinfd the party in tlie parlor. 
He did not seem excited and his clothes 
were not disarranged. After the meeting 
Dnrrant, I and some others went out to- 
gether and at the corner of Twenty-fourth 
and Howard about ll:S>) v. M. we parted, 
Mr. Wolf and Mr. Durrant going up 
Twenty -fourth, while Miss I.ord and 1 
went down Twenty-fourth. 
1 Q.— Did Miss Wi'liauis tret an invitation 
to the party? A.— I don't k:iow. Mr. 
I Durrant attended to that part of the busi- 
ness. As she was a member I think she 
did. 

Vosel's statement made to the police 
I was then read to him. It was practically 
the .-ame as the foregoing, and he admitteil 
that it was correct. 

The Coroner— Please pay attention to 
this, doctor. The Coroner then read the 
following; 

Dr. T. A. Vogel, continuing his statement 
Sunday, April 14, at 1 P. M., said: That on 
one occasion Mr. Dnrrant accompanied 
Dr. Vogel's cousin from church about a 
month a;-o. While in conversation I>;;r- 
rant broached the subject of Miss Turner 
I being afflicted with a female ailment and 
: suggested in a gentlemanly manner that 
he would prescribe fur her, and that he 
had some sure-cure medicine, which she 
at;recd to take. She took the medicine 
i and the effect was benelicial. 
I On a later occasion, one Sunday after- 
' r.oon after church. Durrant asked" her if 
she had ever been examined. She was 
s nil '.vhat surprised at his question and 
a:i^v>-.f il r.o. Dnrrant then said she 
o,.-iii to i>e at.d tiuit he Could do it. She 
told him indignantly that she did not 
liesireto be examined and that her folks 
could attend to that. He then told her 
, there was no fear of iletection as he knew 
! a good place in the church where no one 
would find it oiu. ."^he was seunewhat sur- 
prised at his statement and closed the 
door of her house in his face, as by tlial 
time they bad reached her home. Since 
that time Mias Turner avoided his com- 
pany. 

The Coroner— Is that correct? A.— Yes, 
sir, except that she closed the door in his 
face. She simply walked in and closed the 
door. I kne.w iioiliinc asiainst Durrant 
except what I have told you. I entered 
the church before the deputy Coroner and 
saw the knife on the dead girl's breast. I 
don't Know whether I touched the clothes 
or !: t. I the second occasion I saw the 
I ea^' a:id the stick. He recognized the girl 
I by the dress and skirt and a mole on her 
' nick : also by her teeth. 
: Q, — Were you ever out with Dnrrant? 
i A.— Only on'one occasion. When iM.ihcno 
i Lamont dijapjieared 1 went with him to 
Mr. Noble to offer our assistance. 
I C. I. Hills, 20.H;* Bartlett, saw a man and 
1 woman enter the Emmanuel Baptist 
Chu.'cli the i.ip'iit Minnie Williams was 
murdered. .Vfter stating that he knew 
neither Minnie Williams nor Theodore 
Durrant, he testified as follows: "On tlic 
evening of April 12 (Friday) I came out of 
myhou.se at!<;15, and stood on the comer 
of' Bartlett and Twenty-third streets. 
There was a man standing on the corner 
opposite to me. He went down the road 
ana met a short girl, and the pair started 
off as quick as they could walk. The 
woman came from the direction of Twen- 
ty-second street, and they met near the 
lamppost. The man had a dark overcoat 
on, which went to his knees or a little be 
low; his trousers were neither light nor 
dark — more of a dark — and I think he had 
a soft hat on. Tne hat, I think, had a 
round crown. 

"The couple seemed very friendly. When 
they met he took her by the arm and they 
wafted rapidly over to the church, and 
pa-sinir throiffh the gate went down the 
alley. X waited there a few minutes and 
then went away. I don't know whether 
they cocUd get into the church from the 
alley or not. I never was in the church 
until the police officers took me through 
it. The woman was a small, well-built 
person, and at first I thought it was my 
wife. I don't know what her clothes were 
like. She wore a cape and her skirt was of 
some dark material." 

A. G. Williams, father of the murdered 
girl, was the next witness. The last time 
he saw his daughter was on Friday, April 
5, at about 11 o'clock. She came over early 
in order to briiig him some flowers and keep 
an appointment at 'i lior.s', where she was 
to have her photograph taken. 

Q.— What was your daughter's name? 
A.— Her true name was Minnie Elora Wil- 
liams. 

Q.— Did vour daughter ever speak of 
Durrant?— Yes, she spoke of him 
several times. She was on friendly terms 
I with him. They were what you might 
call keeping company. His mother ob- 
jected to Minnie for some reason or other. 
I At a social (liven in Durrant's house 
M muiio and Theo went uiistairs and had a 
ineasp.nt Chut, and 1 don't think Mrs. 
1 Durrant liked it. The escapade was an 
I innocent one, for Minnie was as innocent 
I and guileless as a baby. Later Minnie told 
me that Durrant was not altogether 
strai;,-ht. Agirl had told her something 
that aroused her suspicions. 

Minnie's purse was shown the witness 
and he at once identified it. lie gave it to 
her last DCi ember as a Christmas present. 

Miss .Miriam Lord „f S4ij Capp street said 
she bad known Minnie Williams for three 
or four years. The last time she saw her 
was when they went together to the recep- 
tion tendered the Rev. Mr. Gibson by the 
Young People's Society of Christian En- 
deavor.

A.— The Rev. Mr. (iibson 
and Dr. King came to me and wanted to 
know what they should do in the circum- 
stances. I told them the only course open 
to them was to notify the Coroner and the 
j)olice. I telephoned for them and then 
went to the church. The bo.iy was lying 
on the floor. One leg was bent under the 
other, the dress was up to her knees, her 
bodice was ripped open and a broken knife 
was lying on her breast. 

Q.— Could you tell if there had been a 
scuflle?

A citi- 
zen from the Interior visits this city and on 
one of the public streets Is attacked by two 
highwaymen, and because, like the courageous 
man that he was, he resisted and tcame 
near paying with hia life for having 
made that defense; two meni meet in a 
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message that a Dr. Gibson was dissecting 
a young wo: jan in his othce," said he. "I 
thought it was some physician who was 
holding an autopsy. I w'ent along Rart- 
Ictt street and saw a crowd aroundthe Em- 
manuel Baptist Church. I went in, exam- 
ined the body, saw the wounds and the 
gag and noted all the circumstances. 

"On Sunday morning I went to Mrs. 
Durrant's house in company with Shanna- 
han and Josephs. We examined all his 
clothing, and having orders from the Chief 
took possession of his overcoat and hat. 
Mrs. Durrant wanted to go through the 
pockets first, but I said I would do the 
searching. In the inside pocket on the 
left side 1 found a purse, and opening it 
found a car ticket. That is the pnrse I 
found in the pocket." 

The purse in /juestion is the one that has 
been identified as belonging to Miss Wil- 
liams. 

Lila Eerry of 512 Twenty-seeond street 
was another of the quartet who discovered 
the bodj. She described the broken luck, 
the position of the body, and told how she 
screamed, ran out and went home and told 
her mother. 

Clarence M. Wolf of 630 Twenty-third 
street has known Dnrrant for five years. 
The last time he saw him was between 6:30 
and 7 M. last Saturday. "Dnrrant •-aid 
something al^nit an article in the Ejinniner 
about Blanche Lamont. I don't remem- 
ber what it was. When I saw him first he 
was coming along the street." 

Q. — Was he coming from thejchurch? 

A. — I don't think so. I think he was 
coming from the blacksmith's shop. He 
seemed anxious to get his horse, as he had 
to join his comrades at the armory. 

William A. Frodsham, assistant in the 
armory at 2.') Page street, said he was at 
the armory from 7:30 Friday night until 
the signal corps left, and he did not see 
Durrant except when he was going away. 
The whole battery was drilling, but Dur- 
rant was absenl. Still he might have been 
there and ihe witness not know it. 

At this point an adjournment wattaken 
until to-tnorrow at 9 A. M., when the in- 
quest will be comiiletod.

The young lady whose story went to the 
police is one of reliability and culture and 

there is no doubt that the woman she de- 
scribed toll! the story she rcjieated, what- 
ever it may or may not amount to. 

Another interesting story is told by Mrs. 
William Minear of 325 Twenty-fourth 
street, who heard that Mrs. MeCireevy, 
wife of the ludice officer who lives ne.yt 
door to the church, heard a sound between 
8:40 and 9 o'clock that was like the break- 
ing open of a door in the church. This is 
about the hour that the library door is suii- 
jiosed to have been broken open and Min- 
nie Williams murdered. Mrs. Minear's 
story is as follows : 

On last Monday I aan over to see Mrs. Mc- 
Greevy, who is the only woman I know at>out 
there, and Hrs. McGreevy told me that she 
heard a noise that sounded like somctxxly 
biirstin? open a door. It was about half-past 8 
or !i o'clock, I believe, and she was in bod 
then. The house is right ne.^t to tlie church, 
8nd .Mrs. Mciireevv'.s bed and window is on 
that side cd the house, .slie said she didn't 
kiKiw what it was, but somehow or other it 
made her nervous, and she broke out into a 
straiiKC perspiration. She said she didn't say 
anything about It to her husband, because he 
would eay that she was superstltlona. 

Mrs. McGreevy, however, last night told 
a different storv. 

"That wasn't what I said nt nil," she 
said. "I said that I heard something that 
night that sounded like a knoi k and ap- 
peared to be a strange noise, but it was 
after 1 o'clock in the morning and my 
husband had come home. There is noth- 
ing in the story."

The Police Looking for Women 
Who Heard Faint Shrieks 
in the Church.

The report that screams were beard that 
night is one of the bits of evidence that the 
police have but are not saying anything 
about. This was one of the things fol- 
lowed by the detectives during the last 
three days, but they do not ayijiear to have 
found anything of (l^elinito inijiortaiice 
concerning the interesting report. They 
arc still looking fbr the Women who heard 
the screams. 

Dr. John Townsend, whose office is at 
Twentv- lirst and Valencia streets, re- 
ported"this matter at police headquarters 
last Monday. His information came from 
a young lady living in that neighborhood 
whose mother is one of his natteiits. When 
he called at the house of liis patient last 
Monday the young lady told him that she 
had heard a "woman who was a stranger 
to hertelling about bearing screams.

It has been said, and again denied, that 
when the officers found the body of 
lllanche Lamont they also found footprints 
in the dust on the belfry floor and they 
measured them. A police officer who is 
in a position to know, bnt whose name for 
obvious reasons ia withheld, said yester- 
day; 

"The oiBcers did find those footprints. 
They measured them and found, as stated, 
that they were made by a man wearing a 
No. 8 or a No. f) shoe. .\s Durrant's shoe 
is a No. ,') or G it will not lit the tracks, and 
for that reason those fellows down at the 
City Hall are subordinating that circum- 
stance. They know they have got to catch 
and har.g somebody for these murders. I 
don't believe Durrant is the guilty man. 
Don't use my name, though, for if you do 
I'll lose my job.'^

An Impressive Sermon by the 
Pastor of the First Baptist 
Church. 



At no time in the history of the First 
Baptist Church was there such a congre- 
gation as assembled there yesterday after- 
noon at 2 o'clock to take part in the ser- 
vice held over the remains of the unfortu- 
nate girl, Minnie E. Williams.

W'q hold 
our breath and tiie lietirt almost ceases to tieat 
when we think of ! .1 ili>. Vet, while we con- 
template all this. u,. ^hi'Uld remember those 
who have been ailln t. -i. We should remember 
the mother of Blaneiie l.auiuiit, the relatives of 
Minnie Williams and the mother of the man 
whols charced with these awtnl crimes and 
pray that God protect them. 

He then said that this was a time of 
physical fear, and that the wife was 
anxious to know that the doors were 
locked and the mother, when she kissed 
her babes good night, retired with tears in 
her eyes and a fear tiiat something awful 
might occur before the rising of another 
sun. 

These crimes, he said, were the work of 
the devil, who is so pywerful that no one 

alone could combat "him. The fact that 
the crimes were committed in a house ded- 
cated to God, he said, would not affect 
religion one iota. He continued: 

Now I have a word of advice to give. Young 

women of ?an Francisco, you cannot be too 
cnrciul of the <'oinpany you iicep. Every 
yonnu wroiian shoui-i >ay:'"I will not go any- 
where, iin-ler any pretext whatever, unless 
neeoinpaiiie(i l,y n'ly father or my brother. I 
will not enter any place where there are not 
others." U the> would do that thev would 
ral se themielTes in tiie estimation of the whole 
world. 

"I do not lay any blame at the door of 
the girl whose remains are before us. She 
was a sweet Christian. She fought against 
the attack made on her and in so doing 
lost her physical life, but (iod has given 
her her reward." 

The preacher expressed the hope that 
the lesson of these terrible tragedies would 
not bo forgotton. 

The' sermon was followed by a prayer, 
and then the remains were taken to the 
hearse and the large congregation filed out 
of the church. 

The remains were interreil in Laurel Hill 
Cemetery, where the remainder of the 
simple service was conducted. 

The Rev. Mr. (libson remained a silent 
spectator during the service in thechurcn. 

The body was placed in the vault at the 
cemetery, where it will be photographed 
for District Attorney Barnes this morning. 



STILL A MYSTERY. 



No Trace of the Blood- 
Stained Garments of the 
IWurderer. 

The floor of the room in which Minnie 
Williams was murdered is spotted and 
splashed with blood, but on the carpet in 
the library, into Which the only door in 
the little chamber of horror opens, there is 
not the faintest trace of gore. The carpet 
is white and red ingrain and any stain 
upon it would be visible. 

There is a little camp stool in the room 
in which the crime was committed and it 
is thought that the murderer sat upon it, 
and after removing bis shoes stepped 
across the blood an^ the body to the car- 
peted floor of the library and thus left no 
stain. 

It was thought that perhaps the mur- 
derer donned one of the baptismal robes 
used in the church when be fell upon his 
victims, bnt none of the robes are missing 
and none are stained. A physician who is 
studying the case thinks that the criminal 
thrust the girl into the room, undressed in 
the library and then attacked her. 

IS BRIGHTENING UP. 

Durrant Chats Pleasantly With 
Many People Who Visit 
Him. 



People who imagined that Durrant 
wonldbreakdownina day or two did not 



know the caliber of the man. Instead of 
showing any sign of weakness he becomes, 
if possible, more composed and certainly 

more cheerftil. 

Yesterday he greeted his friends with a 
smile and chatted with them as pleasantly 
and volubly as if he had been in the 
church library instead of a cell in the City 
Prison. 

He strictly adhered to his resolution not 

to speak to any one unless the permit with 
the name of the visitor was tirst submitted 
to him. The caller was not admitted to 
the prison if Durrant intimated that he 
did not wish to see him or her. In this 
way a large number of men and women 
had to go away disappointed at not heine 
able to obtain entrance to the prison. 

Among his callers were a ladv and 
her daughter, Mrs. Thompson and Miss 
Thompson. When their permit was handed 
to him his face lightedupand he expressed 
an eager desire to see them. He was al- 
lowed to leave his cell to talk to them, and 
their greeting was effusive. They talked, 
laughed and smiled for about half an hour, 
and Durrant seemed to brighten up won- 
derfully after they left him. Besiac3 his 
mother they have been the only lady 
friends who have called to see him. 

Several medical students and some mem- 
bers of the Eiiimannel Haptist Church 
were also among his visitors yesterday. 
They shook him warmly by the hand, each 
in turn, and it had all the appearance of a 
reception by soniedistin^uishea personage. 

To illusir'atc the (levies adopted to sec 
him, a lady and gentleman cilled at police 
headquarters ye.sterday afternoon. The.v 
told Detective Seymour that they lived 
near the Normal "School, and they mys- 
teriously hinted that if they could see 
Durrant tlicy might have something very 
imjiortant to disclose. The detective took 
them to the pri.son and Durrant was led 
from his cell so they could have a good 
look at him. They shook their heads and 
said, "That isn't the man." It wasonly a 
rus<' tn see the prisoner. 

Durrant still complains bitterly that 
Pastor Ciibson has not called to see him. 
"Is it not strange," said he, "that a min- 
ister of the gospel, who would naturally be 
c.tpected to be the first to call and see one 
in my position, has stndiouslv held himself 
aloof. I cannot understand his conduct. 

"The police are bending all their ener- 
gies to convict me and they are entirely 
overlooking the factthat Dr. Gibson was 
the last one in the church last Saturday 
before the body of Minnie Williams was 
discovered. 

"I had a good start of the police and if I 
had been so inclined I could easily have 
got away out of the State before they 
knew of the murder. Does my conduct 
look like that ef a guilty man?" 

Shortly after 8 o'clock last night Durrant 
was taken to the detectives' room opposite 
the Chief's office by Detectives Giosou and 
Anthony. The Chief and all the detec- 
tives were in the room. Durrant was taken 
into an inner room by Detectives Seymour 
and Ilandley. 'Miev made him strip and 
carefully examineil his underwear and 
clothes for marks of blood, but none could 
be seen. Then they carefully examined 
his body for any recent marks or scratches, 
but the only one was the abrasion on his 
chin, wliieh be >aid he got in the brush at 
Mount I'ialilo, but which l.'rs. Somers and 
Berry thought was received earlier than 
that. After Durrant was taken back to 
the prison the Chief discussed with the de- 
tectives the diflerentdetails of the two mur- 
ders. 

Dnrrant had just got back to his cell 
when his mother, accompanied by a lady 
friend and Attorney Thompson, called to 
see him. They remained with him till 10 
o'clock, the hour for all visitors to leave. 

Both mother and son appeared brighter 
than on any previous occasion since his 
arrest, and their parting was loving and 
affectionate. Shortly after they left Dur- 
rant retired for the night. 

A DOCTOR'S THEORY. 



The Mutilation of Miss Wil- 
liams' Body Done After 
Death. 

Dr. F. H. Shank of 923 Valencia street, 
who visited the small bookroom yesterday, 
is inclined to believe that the blood upon 
the walls and floor came from post-mortem 
wounds, and that the murderer mutilated 
the body after she was dead from siiBoca- 
tlon. 

"The bleeding would have been much 
more profuse," said he. "if the victim had 
been stabbed and hacked while living, and 
this small apartment would have been 
almost .saturated, as the several arteries 
in the head, breast and arms would have 
spouted a perfect cataract in every direc- 
tion. 

'•As it is, only one big splash of blood 
and a number of spatters can be seen on 
the floor, because the girl being dead and 
the circulation stopped there would be no 
more contractibiiity, or, in other words, 
the heart would cease to pump the red 
arterial blood from the body, and only the 
nine or black venous blood would drii> 
from the wounds. 

"And, r.ioreorer, the splashes on the 
walls were evidently thrown there and not 
ejected from the wounds in the body, and 
for what reason I cannot imagine, unless 
to leave the impression that it was the 
work of a lunatic or footpad, or to make 
the deed as mysterious as possible. The 
fact that Durrant was able to appear at 
Vogel's party after the murder, presuming 
that he is guilty, with no perceptible blood- 
stains on his clothing, looks as though 
there was no struggle on the part of his 
victim, and in consequence the murderer 
was able to stab and stab and wrench his 
knife arotmd in the woimds, that bled 
comparatively little, and get no blood on 
himself. 

"It is within the bonnds of possibility 
that the murderer, after gagging the girl 
with a iiortion of her underclothing, went 
to tlie party at V(igel 's, knowing that he 
was due and' there was no blood on himseif. 
It is within the bounds of possibility that 
Miss Williams' assailant, after choking her 
into insensibility (as he had succcssifully 
haiulled Blanche Lamont) had left her, as 
he thought, dead, either in the library or 
little room. He was due at Hogel's, and 
must appear there in case an alibi would 
be needed. So he hurried to the dentist's 
house, arriving there at GiJ.'i, persjiiring 
and untidy. At 11:55 the party^ broke up 
and Durrant, having left lElmer Wolf near 
Emmanuel Church sometime after mid- 
nicrht, went — where? 

"W iio ni.iy say he did uid enter the 
building again, and limiing hi.s victim re- 
viving, finished his work with the case- 
knife; or, finding her dead, he attempted 
to carry her into the belfry. Having 
broken the knobs of thi' door, lie procured 
the chisel from the pastor's study and at- 
tempted to break open the door. It re- 
sisted his efforts and he returned non- 

filused to his little victim in the room be- 
ow. Then the brutal idea of mutilating 
her body came npon him, and it was found 
in that condition. Not knowing when 
death actually came to the iittle girl, we 
may assume that she had not been dead 
long when he attacked the remains with 
the dull caseknife. These post-mortem 
wounds would bleed venous blood, as tlicy 
undoubtedly did, the streams flowing out 
sluggishly as the body Jay on the 
floor of the bookroom. Then, still 
intent upon his desire to make every 
feature of the deed more the work of a 
brute or madman than that of a courteous 
gentleman, a member of a reputable col- 
lege and an otfacer in the cbnrcn, he dashed 
the thick, coagulating blood on the walls 
where it can be seen in clots. If he could 
have gotten through the belfry door the 
little, thin body of his second victim would 
have reposed nude by the side of ber sister 
in misfortune. Bnt he had broken the 
lock, and was caught like a rat in his own 
trap, so he made what he considerd the 
best of a bad bargain and hence the hur- 
ried work of the knife. Possibly the gag 
was a part of this labor. In view of the 
fact that he was physically able to choke 
the little weak girl to death withoat an 
effort, and morally able to use the Itniib, 
as we have seen, why take all the trouble 
of gagging if not for some special after 
effect V Until Durrant's bloody clothing is 
found I must adhere to my theorv that 
he cut and gashed Miss Williams 
when dead, and probably after the party 



at Dentist 'Vogel's, because if otherwise he 
would have been drenrhiHl with the warm 
thin blood of his victim, and only a bath 
and complete change of clothing,'even to 
linen, would have made him presentable 
at the party." 

ANOTHER ANALYSIS. 



John McNaught Gives His Idea 
of the Emmanuel Church 
Tragedies. ' 

The publication yesterday of Mrs. Dur- 
rant's appeal for a suspension of judgment 

concerning her son's guilt or innocence of 
the hideous crimes laid to his sharge, did 

not fail to have its effect on the public 
mind. (_'alm, and almost dispassionate in 
nature, it was a plain addres> to the justice 
of the community, and asked for nothing 
save that rea.sonable and impartial weigh- 
ing of evidence which is necessary in order 
that justice may be done. 

It is indeed time to review the case with 
the most considerate care. Notwithstand- 
ing the amount and the vtirietv of circum- 
stantial evidence which ha^ been piled up 
to prove Theodore Durrani the murderer 
of Marion Williams and Blanche Lamont, 
there has been nothing made public so far 
to justify that coie Insion. On the contrary, 
there is mni ii in liie evidence to jirove his 
innocence and make it certain the police 
are on the wrong track. 

The awfnl horror of the tragedy has suf- 
ficed to excite the puolic mind to such a 
degree that everything connected with it is 
seen through the medium of inflamed 
emotions. As a consequence rumors, 
theories, suppositions and extraneous mat- 
ters of all sorts have been mapnitied and 
mixed up with the known facts of the case, 
until the facts have been lost or distorted in 
the confusion and public opinion has 
grown out of the medley of exaggerations 
and perversions rather than out of the 
truth that has been confounded with them. 

The facts that are known are these. 
Marion Williams left the residence of Mrs. 
Voy at 1707 Howard street ostensibly to go 
to the residence of Dr. Vogel at 2002 How- 
ard street at about 7:30 on Friday evening, 
and next morning ber boily, outraged and 
mutilated, was found in the libr iry of Em- 
manuel Uaptisi (,'hurcli on P.artlett street. 
All the conditions of the body, tue clothing 
and the room, give evidence that she went 
into the building alive and that the mur- 
der took place where the body was found. 
A search of the buildiuir on (lie succeeding 
day discovered in the l)elfry the liody of 
Blanche Lamont, which also showed un- 
mistakable evidence of outrage and murder. 

On this simple statement of facts the 
first inquiry is, How Miss Williams came 
to visit JBmmanuel Church that evening? 
It was more than two blocks out of the 
road from Mrs. Voy's to Dr. Vogel's. She 
did not go out of her way and walk that 
distance for uolhing. Some purpose sho 
evidently had. and as no other purpose is 
at all intelligible, we are forced to the con- 
clusion that she went to meet some one 
with whom she had an engagement. 

X man answering the description of 
Durrani was seen near the church talking 
to a woman answering the description of 
Miss Williams about 8 o'clock, and the 
two were seen to enter a gateway leading 
to the rear of the clmn h. Who was that 
man? It is proverbially dil'icull to prove 
a negative, and the logicians say it is im- 
possible. Nevertheless there is abundant 
evidence to prove the negative in this case 
and make it morally certain tio' man 
Minnie Williams went to meet was nut 
Theodore Durrant. 

We have sworn testimony to these three 
points: First, Miss Williams not only dis- 
liked Durrant, but she bated him and 
feared him; second, she had on the day 
previous posilively refii-e l to iiuet liiia 
and had told her frieiio.- of the refusal; 
third, Durrant so far from having any en- 
gagement to meet Miss Williams that 
evening, was seen hanging around the 
ferry de [lot for upward of two hours that 
afternoon looking for a chance to meet her 
as she came over on the boat from Alameda. 
How then can it be assumed that she went 
over to the church to meet Durrant? Such 
an assumption would reciuire us to believe 
that Miss Williams deceived her frieiuls 
when she said she disliked Durant, and 
that she spoke falsely when she had re- 
fused to meet him that evening. Further- 
more we would have to assume that Durrant 
having an engagement with a .^irl at a par- 
ticular place would spend the greaier por- 
tion of the afiermjoii looking for her some- 
where else. Such assumptions cannot bp 
entertained. Miss Williams is reported by 
all her friends to have been a straightfor- 
ward, honest girl. Nobody doubted her 
word when she was alive, and there ia no 
reason to doubt it now. 

Who then was the man she went to meet 
in front of Emanuel church? Here we are 
thrown into the dark region of conjecture, 
but there are two bits of testimony in the 
case that give some light to 
illumine it. One of her most inti- 
mate friends testilles that .Marion 
had a secret. There was a man whose 
name she would never tell, but whom 
she described as about 40 years of age, 
with whom she had some sort of relation 
that troubled her. That there was nothing 
evil in the relation is assured by every 
known fact of her pure young life ; but it 
was a relation sufficiently perplexing to 
cause her uneasiness. This man's name 
she never told to any one. The import- 
ance of this becomes clear when we recall 
that the trip to the church was a secret. 
She told her friends she was going to Dr. 
Vogel's; but she went two blocks in an- 
other direction. The secret man and the 
secret meeting are two straws that float 
together in tne same wind, and that wind 
does not blow in the direction of Theodora 
Durrant. 

Consider next the known circnmstanoes 
of the murder. The crimes were of an ab- 
normal character. There are just two 
classes of criminals who outrage women 
and murder them. One of these is the 
low, brutish criminal whose lust and 
ferocity are tempered by an intellect hard- 
ly sufticient to lift liini above the level of 
a gorilla. Tiie scconu !^ liie iii:i:\ oi in- 
tellect whose intelligence is distorted by a 
species of sexual madness growing out of 
some perverse diabolism of nature. All 
criminal history attests that only these 
two classes of men, the brute and the fiend, 
commit crimes of this kind. Abunditnt 
evidence in the case makes U certain the 
crime was not committed by a brute. It is 
then the other class of criminal we must 
look for. 

The abnormal man is not known to bis 
fellows, but the normal man is. Theodore

THE CI TY'S CBE DIT0B3. 

The attempt of the creditors of the City 
of San Francisco, who liave or are soon to 
have claims against its general fund for 
supplies fumislied duriuf: the current yrar, 
to coerce its otUcials into making some 
provision for their payment by the threat 
of cutting off supplies, is of itself entitled 
to but small measure of consideration. 
These creaitors cannot afford to put San 
Francisco on their blacklist, nor persist in 
a refusal to supply Itsvarions departments 
with the necessary articles to maintain 
them. The City of San Francisco, we 
safely assert, Is in no such state of abject 
dependence upon a few contractors. It is 
not at all likely to go ivithout needed sup- 
jilit'S because it hapjiens to have no ready 
money in one of its several pockets. If 
any particular body of contractors con- 
clude that it is a bad customer, there are 
plenty of other contractors who ore ready 
to step into their shoes and take the 
chances of bkng ultimately paid. 

It is none the less an important and very 
serious fact that the general fund of the City 
is empty at this distance from the end of the 
current fiscal year. It is, moreover, a fact 
which is getting into the habit of repeating 
itself annually and in the last quarter of 
each fiscal year. The reason usually 
assigned for this condition, viz. : that the 
City otKcials have been wasteful of its 
linancos, is not as a rule the true cause for 
this poverty of the general fund. 

The real reason rests in the well 
established truth that every growing 
city which by law or by conserva- 
tism sedcs to keep within an inade- 
quate tax rate finds that its general 
fund will persist in becoming insolvent 
toward the 'dose of each year. This is 
because the annual expenditures of a city, 
which increase most noticeably with its 
growth, are in the main drawn from the 
general fund. The salaries of otiirials, the 
current expenses of tiie increasing oUices, 
the furniture and sundry cxjH-nse ac- 
counts and the like are augmenting 
charges auainst this fund. The revenues 
from which the general fund is replenished 
never keep up with its increase of outlay, 
and the result is inevitably that as the city 
grows its funds and finances get into a tan- 
gle which becomes more hopeless with 
every year's devotion to thq illogical policy 
of growing great by dollar limits aud free- 
dom from debt. 

The troth is tliat Ban FranciFco has too 
long allowed its finances to be dictated by 
the tax shirker and the silurian and has 
dreamed that in a debtless idleness and 
a dollar limit lay the hope and fruition of 
municipal prosperity. Tlie exact opposite 
is the only tlieory and practice by which 
modern cities, especially in the T'nitt-d 
States, have been able to grow great and 
populous. 

The time lias come for San Francisco to 
adopt a new financial policy; to get out of 
the sad straits in which it finds ilself; to 
have its name taken off the blacklist of its 
own business men; to amply provide each 
year for the payment in full of its floating 
indebtedness and to borrow a few millions 
of dollars with wliich to beautify itself and 
make such permanent iniprovenienis in its 
street and si-wcr .'systems as the time de- 
mands, t^ueh a policy would put au end 
to the petty worrying and squabbling in 
which its otlicials find themselves forced to 
annually engage iu order to make ends 
meet in the expenditure of moneys which 
are entirely too meager in amotmt for the 
increasing needs of an expanding city. 



AGAINST THE LOTTERIES. 



The peremptorj- order issued by Wells, 
Fargo & Co., forbidding the employes 
the express to receive or forward anj- 
ticket or advertisement of a lottery, will go 
a long way toward putting an end to lot- 
tery gambling on tlds Coast. The success 
of such schemes depends on the ability of 
the managers to reach large numbers of 
people. When the mails were closed 
against them, they turned to the expre^^s 
companies, but now that the express will 
no longer serve them, they are practical'y 
forced out of the field and must sooner or 
later abandon all attempts to circulate 
either their tickets or their advertisements. 

On this result tite Call has certainly a 
good ri_-ht to Congratulate the peojile. The 
sale of lottery tickets has been au evil to 
the State of almost incalculable magni- 
tude. It has led many industrious people 
to waste money which if invested in sav- 
ings banks or in bnilding and loan associa- 
tions would have encouraged thrift and 
laid the foundation of a prosperous home. 
California is rich, but she cannot afford for 
her people to waste money in that way; 
and therefore it was on the score of thrift 
among the people, as well as of obedience 
to law, that the Call refused to publish 
lottery advertisements and the list of lot- 
tery drawings, and began an agitation 
against the evil. 

It is probable the refusal of the express 
company to carry lottery matter may have 
the effect of stimulating local lotteries by 
crushing out the competition of those that 
have heretofore covered the Union. To pre- 
vent this result the police should be active 
and vigilant. The evil has taken strong root 
in this City and it will require earnest work 
to stamp it out. Local lotteries, however, 
will not prove so widely injurious as the 
big ones have been. They oannot offer 
such large prizes to purchasers, nor such 
inducem<'nts to canvassers, nor can tliey 
expend anything like such sums in adver- 
tising. We may claim, therefore, that the 
greater par||0f the evil has been practically 
done away with by the order of the ex- 
press company, and Wells, Fargo A Co. 
will have the ecndial approval of the better 
element ot the people in the course they 
Lave taken. 



TaiTJMPH Agl BIM ETALLISM. 

The challenge to the bimetallists con- 
tained in Cleretand'a letter has been met 
by answers from every section of the cotm- 
try. His bold assumption that the gold 
standard meu are the only champions of 
sound money and safe currency hu'* been 
refuted bv the press, by statesmen and by 
mass-meetings. The advocates of bimetal- 
lism therefore have every reason to be sat- 
isfied with the cP-ct produeed by the let- 
ter. It has served only ti> ri awaken juiblic 
interest in the subject aud to strengthen 
popular sentiment in fiiTor of tfaezemone- 
tization of silver. 

It BOW seems probable that Cleveland, so 
far from exerting any important influence 
upon the country at large on tills qnestion, 
will hardly have any even upon his own 
party. From present appearances both 
the great parties will declare for bimetal- 
lism in the conventions of 18;*). The clioice 
of the people on that issue therefore will 
be the simple one of decidijitt to which 
parly they will intrntt the great task of 
reorganizing our finances. Buch a choice 
will not be dilflcQlt to make. The experi- 
ence with Democratic rule, or rather mis- 
rule, during the last two years, lias 
afforded a lesson which this generation is 
not likely to forget. Under its present 
leaders. Democracy is known to be hope- 
lessly incapable of any kind of systematic 
legislation. 8uch excessive bungling as 
was made by the late Congress was never 
equaled in au American lefii-laiiv iiody, 
and it is certain the Democratic party will 
never Lave another lease of national power 
during the lifetime of the present leaders. 

Under tbisooaditio»al afEain the hope 



of the people for any and for all great 
reforms must be centered in the Repub- 
lican party. He is but a foolish advocate 
of bimetallism who talks of organizing a 
third party to reform the currency. Such 
a course would lead to a division in the 
ranks of the bimetallists at the very in- 
stant victory is within their reach by 
remaining united. Ea»tern liepiublicans 
are rapidly coming into sympathy with 
those of the West on this issue. In fact, it 
may be said the leaders of political thought 
all over the civilised world are coming to 
an agreement on the subject. Bimetallism 
waxes stronger In England and Germany, 
as well as iu this country. There is no 
doubt of the eventual remonetization of 
silver every where if only the extreme ad- 
vocates of it will act with ordinary 
commou-sen-^e and not attempt to iguoro 
or to subordinate all other political issues 
by forming a party devoted to that one 
only. _______________ 

AH ABSUBD SITUATION. 



A friend of the Call has furnished it 
with the following instructive narration: 

Not long n,L'(i, while on a visit to one of 
the minor cities of an Atlantic State, he 
entered a large store which was kept by a 
friend of ills. In the store he saw a number 
of tubs bearing the label "California Apri- 
cots," and the nroprietor informed him 
that he prepared the article himself by 
Slewing dried apricots received from Cali- 
fornia and packing the compound in the 
form of a sort of marmalade, in tubs, and 
that he sold the tubs in large numbers to 
smaller dealers. The price which he re- 
ceived from the retail merchants was 
twice the cost of tlie dried apricots, and 
the retail merchants sold the product at a 
considerable additional advance. The de- 
mand for the article was great and was 
rapidly increasing, as the consnmeiB found 
it delicious. 

It is evident that in the production of 
this article the enterprising manufacturer 
by the necessary addition of water and 
some sugar at least doubled the weight of 
the dried apricots, and that as he charged 
for this compound twice as much as he 
jiaid for the drie ! article, he received four 
times tl'.e iiri;;!iuil e^ ~t to Lim, char^iing as 
much for the water which he had added as 
for the fruit itself, and it can hardly be 
supposed that the cost of manufacture was 
8Ui!icient to offset the price which lie re- 
ceived for the water. He certainly is de- 
serving of all praise for his ingenuity and 
enterprise, but it is something of a pity 
that the California grower himself had not 
possessed tne actunen to forestall him. 

The situation is ludicrous. It is hardly 
more so, however, than the common 
knowledge that the delicious apricot mar- 
n.ialade made by Crosse ilc Blackwcll of Lon- 
don, and con-umed with so much gusto 
by tlie e]iieiires of San Francisco, is made 
exactly after the fashion of the New Eng- 
land [grocer, though possibly with a little 
more skill— that is to say, Crosse <t Ulack- 
well buy aprieots grown and dried iu Cali- 
fornia, pay the charges of transporting 
them 6000 miles to London, manufacture 
them into marmalade and ship this con- 
fect eOOO miles back to San Francisoo, 
where in buying it we pay the transporta- 
tion charge of 12,000 miles on the fruit and 
WOO miles on the water and the glass or 
stone packages, besides a comfortable 
profit to the manufacturers and to various 
dealers through whose hands the product 
has passed. 

The absurdity of all this is both pitiful 
and disirraceful. The apricot grows in very 
few places in the world. It is nearer like 
tlie banana than any otiier fruit in deli- 
cacy of flavor and richness of nutritive 
elements. If California grew nothing but 
apricots it would stiil lie the most fortu- 
nate section of the Union, for this is the 
rarest and most valuable of all the fruits 
grown outside of the tropica. Seemingly 
it is only Californiana who do not realize 
how valuable it is. 

If the freight charges on apricot marma- 
lade from California to the Atlantic sea- 
lioard are too heavy to permit of the profit- 
able manufacture of the article here, it is 
difficult to see why dried apricots should 
not be shipjied East and ther« made into 
marmalade by agents of the ( a.-' .rnia 
growers, or a union of a sutlicieut number 
of growers to establish a factory on a large 
scale. 

Marmalade, however, is not the only or 
even the best, though the daintiest, form 
in which dried apricots may be prepared 
for table use, for marmalade is a confec- 
tion, whereas the apricot is not only a deli- 
cious fruit but is a nutritious food as well. 
In this last regard it stands practicuUy 
alone among the fruits produced in the 
United States. This gives it a spec iai value 
wliich probably not an Eastern consumer 
in a hunilred thousand understands. The 
work of educating" t!ie ] ei.'iiie ,,,( t!ie Kast 
in this regard is one that might be under- 
taken by Califomians with great profit to 
themselves.

oeste" recently published in Parts has been 
so great that the Krench critics areooiivUie«d 
that all is needed is a revival u( bis operas for 
audiences to be clamoring for Olnck's works. 
The scene from "Alceste" that has just been 
performed, in iunoble and yet intensely human 
feeling Is infinitely superior to the feel in i;e of 
the low-lived paarion and crimes on which the 
latest school ef tragle epera, like the "Caval- 
laria Rustlcana," Is based. In the temple 
scene from "Alceste," which is drawn from 
Greek drama, the people, the prif -'.s, Aleesio 
the Queen, and her children are all assembled 
in Apollo's temple, where a sacnllee of sorrow

la being offered, because the Kine ,\dmete is 
attacked with a mysterious siekueps which 
nothing can cure. Suddenly the high priest 
announces that the oracle wUl speak, and a 
voice, coming from the month of Apollo's 
statue, proclaims, "The King must die today 
If another life is not voluntarily sacrificed for 
his." The terrified crowd rushes away, and 
tbe Queen remains alone In the temple. Her 
husband shall not die, for Alceste decides to 
give her life for that of Admete. "But it is no 
sacrifice," cries the young and beautiful Queen. 
"How can they call dying for him a sacrifice?" 
and, exalted by her love, she defies the divini- 
ties of Styx, aud her last ascent is, at the same 
time, a cry of enthusiasm and of horror as she 
feels the shades of death closing round her. 

The roles in "Alceste" give splendid oppor- 
tunities for tragic acting. That, however, la 

only in accordance with Oluck's Ideas, eveu 
though here and there his librettist has made 
parts of tbe book monotonous. Tbe preface to 
"Alceste," which was published when the 
opera was first produced In Vienna in 1767, 
was Gluck's confession of faith—a faith which 
Iu many respects iound a disciple in Richard 
Wagner. "I have endeavored, " says Gluck, 
"to reduce music to Its proper function, that of 
seconding poetry by enforcing the expression 
of sentiment and the interest of the situation 
without Interruptiui; the action or weakening 
it by superfluous ornament." But the Vien- 
nese public at that time was used to regard 
opera as a mere vehicle for showing off the 
Qorid vocalization of tne singers, and It re- 
ceived "Alceste" so coldly tbat In the preface 
to "Paris and Helen," Gluck says: "Only in 
the hope ot finding imitators did I resolve to 
bring out the music of 'Alceste.' I am con- 
vinced, bowevar, that my hopes were vaiu." 
But In I77D "Alceste" won the enthusia.sm of 
Paris, and now In 1S95 it has conquered the 
French capital again. It would not be a 
strange thing, according to tbe French critics, 
if a great Gluck revival took place, now that 
Wagner and his disciples have pnstied Oluck's 
operatic theories far beyond hiswlldestdreams. 

Some thirty odd years ago Wagner was de- 
nied a hearing in France. Now the pendulum 
lias swung back with such a vengeance that no 
capital In the world has such ardent Wagnero- 
maniacs as are to bn found in Paris. More- 
over, Wagner has established such a lirm loot- 
hold at tbe national opera-house that it is as- 
serted the best native composers have not a 
chance of a hearing. Anyhow, it Is an un- 
doubted fact that of late years several Import- 
ant French operas have been produced for the 
first time over tne border. The present plight 
of the French composers seems a sort of Ne- 
mesis, though the men who suffer are not the 
ones who attacked Wagner. Twenty-live years 
ago the critics attacked Bizet for his allege d 
Wagnerism. Nowadays the dominant coterie 
in critical circles is so enamored of Wagner 
that a young composer who does not adopt his 
principles has no chance of a hearing. What 
with England's musical partiality for France, 
Germany's for Italy and France's for Germany, 
musical taste reminds one of nothing so much 
as a giime of iiitoruational "general post" 

The death is announced from Vienna of 
Camlllo WalzeU tbe UbretUst of "Fatmitza," 
"Boccaccio" and several other of Snppe's 

operas. He also wrote the book of "Cagllostrn" 
and "X Night in Venice" for Strauss, as well 
as "Tbe Beggar Student" for Millocker and 
"Tbe Marine Cadet" for Blchsrd Oenee. At 
one time he was an offlcer In the Austrian In- 
fantry, and later became captain of a steam- 
boat on tbe Danube. In his latter years, how- 
ever, he shared with Jannerthe directorship of 
tbe well-known theater, An der Wlen. 

The town of Weimar Is preparing to fete the 
flftteth artistic annlvcr.<^aryof the Helflan com- 
poser, Edward Lassen. He made his debut in 
1846, at tbe Brussels Conservatory, when he 
was only 13 years old. Called by Liszt to Wei- 
mar, he ha.s remained there ever since. Las- 
sen was a firm friend of Wagner and was one 
of the first opera conductors to mount his 
works. Lassen Is celebrated in Germany for a 
remarkable musical scene, inspired by Goethe's 
"Faust." In America he is very pivular as a 
song writer. 

Walter Damroech and bis company ot Ger- 
man artists are now giving a season of Wagner 
opera in Chicago at the Auditorium. "Thtis 
far, and no farther," seems to be the sign-post 
of the Windy City, fs far as all the great or- 
ganizations a re concerned. Westof theRockles 
people do not even taste of the operatic crumbs 
that fall from New York's table. r.,ast.week 
Boston enjoyed the spectacle oi an opera war 
—German opera at one house and Italian at the 
other. 

Mascagni's latest opera, "Silvano." has not 
obtained the snooess that "BatcUlT' had a few 
weeks ago at the Seals. The groundwork of 
tne plot of "Silvano" U in suUtance the same 
as that of the "Cavalleria Bnstlcana." Hatred 
and rivalry in love lead to the catastrophe. 
The music is easy and melodious, but after 
"RatolUT' the public expected more aud did not 
hide Its disappointment The oiohestratian of 
"Silvano" was Judged to be very weak. 

Salnt-Saens has burled himself iij the rural 
districts of the Malay Peninsula to compose 
tbe music of his new lyric drama, "Brune- 
hllda." Writing to a friend of the Impression 

Singapore made upon him, he says: "It has 
reiaiiined in my eye like a dazzling vision, the 
liindsoaj.aof a Chinese fair, with Its Chinese 
houses of surprising luxury and plotureaqne- 
ncbs. I intend to go to Egypt to orchestrate 
the fourth act of 'Brunebllda.' "

tion of Durrant : he was probably rarely, it 
ever, seen in .Miss Williams' company; he 
lives in all likelih. o i not far from the 
ctiurcli and is la:ii:.'i ir with it.

ation on Monday morning. Chief Crowley 
also joined them. They spent over two 
hours going carefully over the building. 
District .\tt.>rney Barnes was to have been 
one of the ]iar!y"init he postponed his visit 
till some otlier tiuie. 

That Trail of Blood. 
A greatly exaggerated story was spread 
yesterday afternoon in regard to a trail of 
blood founil by roliceman Herve. The 
story grew in size until it told of spots of 
blood that commenced at the Emmanuel 
Churcli and ran along in the direction of 
Durrani's house until it nearly reached 
the dwelling. The truth is that Officer 
Herve, the "Corkscrew Spider," found 
spots of blood on a sidewalk not far from 
the church and he traced them across a 
vacant lot until they came to an end near 
a fence. 

There is nothing to show that the spots 
of blood have any connection with the 
murder cases. In fact they must have 
been made since the time of the Williams 
murder, which was Friday night, as it 
rained early Saturday morning heavy 
enough to n.ive obliterated them. Herve 
found the bloody trail Monday, but con- 
sidered it of so little importance that he 
did not speak of it until yesterday. A 
man with a nose bleed, a wounded doc or 
anything of the kind may have been the 
cause of the se:'.-ational storv.

Durrant saw that the captain meant 

business, and sullenly put on his hat and 
left the cell. Hurke and Gibson, who had 
been waiting in the carriage and wondering 
what was the cause of the delay, did not 
lose any time in seating him and driving 
him down to the Morgue. 

The advisability of .scndini^ Durrant to 
attend the inquest has been tlioroughly 
discussed by Chief Crowley and the Cor- 
oner.

He Did Not Know Ware. 

The theory th:it Durrant murdered En- 
gene Ware is most absurd. Durrant denies 
that he ever knew Ware, and none of his 
friends ever heard of their acquaintance. 

Moses H. Job, a commission merchant, 
who was Ware's room-mate for a longtime 
before his (leat h. settles the wild rumors. 
He ^a;'i: "I a:;i sure Ware did not know 
Durrant. I never heard of him, and 
Ware never mentioned his name. I 
certainly knew all of Ware's acquaintances 
who were at all friendly with him. The 
statement in the Chronicle that Durrant 
frequently called on Ware at the hotel on 
the corner of Mission and Seventh streets 
is false. The story that Minnie Williams 
lived at the hotel for a short time is 
eanally absurd. A young lady, Miss Viola 
Williams, was at tne hotel, but she was 
inst the opposite in appearance t6 Minnie 
Williams. Viola Williams waaa blonde of 
fine, large form.'' 



He Had No Bundles. 

The rumor that ]e,:-,,:it may have 
taken to Mount Diabio wiialever bloody 
clothes or relics he had of the murder 
seems to be unfounded.

Emerv of 946 Fofsom street. The j air, 
accorcling to the rumor, met rei eau !:y in 
tbe square on Steiner street two months 
ago, and there during the stolen inter- 
views became intimate.

As Mr. Archibald is a resident of Sacra- 
mento the warrant has been sent there tor 
service. 

riowerlng; Assessmenta. 

Assessor Dalton ba>ing finished his work 
on the main bu'^iness thoroughfares of 
Oakland lui? imt his dci>iities to work on 
the rcsi'icnce districts ami the results 
attained have been very gratifying to the 
property-owners. Where the assessment 
of rich owners of business blocks were 
raised those of the less opulent possessors 
of small homes were lowered to a very 
marked extent, in ;ome cases the decrease 
unsouDling to as much as 40 per cent. 

The work of reassessing the residence 
districts has just begun, the First Ward 
siiowiug reductions, whicli, if kept up 
througiiout the city, wi'.l reMiit in more 
than offsetting the increase placed on busi 
ne's property. 

The increase will come from the corpora- 
tions, who will, in almost every instance, 
be raised to figures fur above what tlicy 
have before been entered in tiie books of 
the Aissessor's odice. 

Mr. Dalton has already received intima- 
tions that in case the street railroad com- 
panies are raiM d to any appreciaiwe extent 
lie \v;i'. liavL a e.'.itest on iiis liaiuis before 
the l-iird .-^apervisors, sitting as a 
boar<i eqaali'Mtion.

about their assessments. His only reply 
has Viee:i to a«k them to lile the statements 
require I by law. In case they decline to 
do this iie Vi'.I cmi4oy an en^neer to as- 
certain the lieures he is after. 

These tigur'es will form the basis of his 
calculations, and not any statements which 
niay be sent in after tiie eji/mcer has be- 
gun his labors. 

Nearly a Wreei;. 

The broad-ganpe local had a narrow 
escape from beiuc wrecke i at Twenty- 
third avenue at 1 o'clock yc-t' r iay after- 
noon.

The list contains the names of police- 
men, firemen, clerks, laborers, etc. Quite 
a number, hearins of the move on the Col- 
lector's part, paid up at once to avoid 
trouble when their next month's salary 
becomes due.

The Oakland Water Company began

Matching the Kzpenditiires.

California Art Shews Both 
Improvement and Earn- 
estness.

There Are Nearly Three Hundred 
Pictures Accepted and 
Huns. 



There is no doubt that the Spring Exhi- 
bition of the San Francisco Art Associa- 
tion, which opens this evening with a re- 
ception, is thoroughly representative of 
California art. As a matter of fact every 
exhibitor is a resi<lent Californian and the 
! will le si heme of work displayed shows 
that the artists are working hard. 

Whetlior or not thi'ir efforts will be re- 
warded by patronage in proportion to the 
work can only be decided at the close of 



the wall. At the next exhibition of the 
Art Association it is probable that this 
will be done, and the hanging' committee 
will receive less criticism from the men 
whose works they arraiiL-cd ur.on the wall. 

In the main hall, J. II. E. Partington's 
portraits of E. <j. Steele and Sigmund Beel 
are probably among the strongest works. 
The Steele portrait especially is admired, 
not only for its quality and technique, but 
for its truth as a portrait. The Beel por- 
trait is strong, but not so good in handling 
as the o; hers. 

Verinorcken's "Flemish Smoker'' and 
"La Recit du Voyage," together witli 
his two small portraits, which are excel- 
lent in treatment, and his portrait of a 
"Girl Reading a Letter, " are especially 
good. Latimer's "Morninir in the Red- 
woods" loses in the daytime, but gains the 
necessary soft light when the gas is lit. 
Oscar I'cakiu's "A Doubtful Bargain" is 
particularly pood in its quality and tone. 
"A Morniag in Britanny," by Emil Pissis, 
has what is practically the place of honor, 
hut it seems as thougn the canvas was too 
large for the picture. By a reduction in 
size the wofk if prosecuted on the same 
scale would be mi>lerially improved. Helen 
Hvde's "The Young Mother" is good. 
"After tiic First Rains," by William Keith, 
is strongly individual. 

R. D. Yelland's "'Autumn in New Jer- 
sey" is probably keyed to a higher tone 
than any picture in this particular hall. 
Among the artists of native training the 
colors seem too st rong, but to a great ex- 
tent this is due to the fact that the high

the exhibition. Yesterday was "varnishing 
day" and nearly every visitor at the insti- 
tute had a picture hung somewhere in the 
exhibition. Members of the jury and 
hanging C'^nini;:i' e were noticeably alv 
sent, i-os-ibly Ijecause they anticijiated 
criticisms of tlieir work which were sure to 
be aired by the artists when they .saw flio 
re.sult of the hanging committee's work. 

Instead of '200 pictures, there are nearly 
30.1 pictures hung. Some that had reasona- 
bly expected to be "lined" were "skyed", 
nliilfc others who had expected to be 
"skyed" were "lined.'' 1 he general feel- 
ing among the artists who were at the 
institute yesterday wa^ that the exhibition 
as an exhibition u a successful represen- 
tation ot California art. 

As has been stated before in these col- 
uius. the lights in the instit;;te are, under 
present conditions, unfitted for the exhibi 
tion of ^pictures. Kven in the main hall, 
where ft is supposed that the conditions 
surrounding tne pictures are most favor- 
able, the daylights arc really killing to 
color and to tone. Thev are so high that 
the tops of the frames throw shadows down 
upon the yuctures, completely disarrang- 
ing the original intent of the painter of the 
picture. 

In broadly painted oils even the little 
InmiM of paint throw shadows. Added to 
this, in the other rooms there is the strong 



I colors of the Eastern woods in autumn are 
I never seen here. The picture thoroughly 
! carries out the intention of the artist. 
' Miss M. M. Froclich's "Berkeley Oaks" is 
good in ijualitv, and evidently found favor 
with the banging committee. Among the 
i others iu the main hall, Mary Curtis Rich- 
' ardson's portrait, Stanton's "Pastoral," 
I Joullin's "Alameda Sand Dunes," Reaser's 
'"Beggar," William llulacek's "Study in 
! Fowls,'' and Carrie T. Ki.Tford's porirait 
'are deservedly hnn<.;. and are rather sure 
to attract some attention. 

Possibly the conseri alory holds the col- 
Vction best representative of native art. 
Many of the pictures are small, but all of 
them are excellent. It is in this room that 
the hanging committee seems to have done 
its best work, for there are no discordant 
notes in the general scheme. The most 
admired picture in this room is No. 7 !, by 
Anna Arma Nordgren. In feeling it is 
complete, and in general method of hand- 
ling, although on a small scale, is par- 
ticularly good. The study is that of a 
girl in the kitchen peeling potatoes, and 
the whole action in the picture is easy and 
effective. In the same room Keith'has a 
landscajie and A. F. Mathews two por- 
traits, numbered 84 and 89. His lady's 
portrait is one of the strongest tliings'in 
the room. Stanton's "Gathering Clams" 
shows a pretty scheme both in composi- 
tion and coloring. Mrs. A. F. Mathews'

The Cars Should Be Set on Two 
Trucks Where One Is Now 
Being Uaed. 



The Grand Jury yesterday heard 

complaints of the Civic Federation against 
the Market-street Railway Company for 
lack of protection to its electrical cars. 
Jlessrs. r.eynolds and Truman were in 
attendance on behalf of the organization 
and Superiuteinlcnt E. P. Vining made a 
statement as to the position of the corpora- 
tion. 

It was charged that the guard on the 
electric ears, that is, the triangular-shaped 
contrivance that rests just In front of the 
wheels and immediately over the track, 
does not extend far enough in front of the 
cars and therefore is inefSdent; that a per- 
son who is knocked down by the cars is 
crashed to death before he can possibly 
collide with the guard so as to be shoved 
in front of the car or off the track alto- 
gether. 

Another complaint is that the cars are 

run on a single truck, while the ordinance 
regulating electric cars states that there 
must be a double truck. Superintendent 
Vining said that the company was doing 
everytnine possible to improve the svstem 
and that they were experimenting with all 
the latest imjjrovements. 

The Civio f ederation was urged to take 
np this matter in view of the many fatal 
accidents that had occurred on the electric 
lines during the last few weeks.

Kspe- 
cially is this true of the maple room and 
the ebony room, where the first impres- 
sion received by the visitor is that of a 
highly decorated room, instead of an art 
exhibition. 

"If I had my way," said a member of the 
association, "I would paint out those hor- 
rible blue spots around t le fop of the 
walls." This feeling was -i. general that 
it is almost true to say that no artist failed 
to coincide. Said another artist in an iron- 
ical tone, "Those tassels on the walls as 
background prove delightfully diverting. 
Yoii see more taaaela than yon do pic- 
tures." 

The general ecmsensiu of opinion was 
that the walls of the ihsdtQte snould have 
been hung with burlap, wbioh could have 
been done without injury to tne building 
and the pictures hung thereon. This 
would have made an effective background, 
and brought out the pictures, whereas, 
nnder the present conditions, the pictures 
oierety enhance the too attongooming of 



child's portrait is particularly good in Its 

feeling. 

Beaser's "Portrait" has a decided Whist- 
ler method in its treatment, and occupies 
a place of honor opposite the entrance, 
although it is distinctly uidike anyttiing 
that a California artist is expected to paint. 
Evelyn McCormick has attempted in her 
portrait what a master would have feared 
to try. Il.ad she left off the reflective 
effect it would have been better. In this 
room Yelland's "Monterey Woodlands" 
and "I'ruitvale Meadows," Robinson's 
"Twilight," Nellie P. Buckley's "Portrait 
of Mi>- Hughes," Kunath's "Self Por- 
trait.' r<iirnet's ".Sunset, ' .louUin's "I're- 
sidio Marsh," Jose)>hine Bayley's "Double 
Daffodils," Leon Boillot's "Gypsy En- 
campment" and "Along the Beach at Oak- 
land," with Hubacek's "Penerf Fishing 
Village in Brittany" and Miss Lou Wall's 
"Brightening Brass," are well worthy of 
mention. 

Douglass Tilden's "Bear Hunters" was 
the subject of particularly strong criticism 
ontheputoftheartiitB. Of thaitnogtii 



of the work there can be no doubt. That 
is admitted by the artists and also by the 
committee in charge, as is made evident 
bv the position the group holds at the end 
ol the main hall. Could it have been pos- 
sible to have placed this group nearer the 
center it would have been better for the 
work, because the quarter-rear view is 
probably one of the best. No matter how 
it is placed the fact remains, and it is ad- 
mitted by competent judges, that as a 
piece of sculpture Tilden's work is the best 
ever produced by a native artist. On the 
newel-posts at the foot of the stairway 
leading to the conservator}- there are two 
very clever studies in sculpture by L. F. 
Auzerais— one "A Portrait Bust" and the 
other "The Hammer-thrower." The por- 
trait bust is particularly good, not only 
because it has no practical competition but 
because the face is full of life and feeling. 

In water colors the exhibition promises 
more for the future of this medium in Cali- 
fornia than could reasonably have been ex- 
pected. Jorgenson and I.atitner are both 
well represented, while Clara Curtis' 
"Morning in the Woods" and "Toward 
Evening'' are especially strong. Florence 
Lundborg's "Sketch" and Miss A. F. 
Brigg's "Across the Marsh" are by their 

Eosiuons evidently appreciated by the 
anging committee. Mrs. Alice B. Chit- 
tenden, Helen Hyae, John M. Gamble. C. 
Graham, Nellie M. Rodgers, Miss Edna 
Smith and Carrie R. Callaghan have all 
sent good work. 

In the maple room, where there is prac- 
tically no decent light in the daytime, 
there are some excellent canvases. Rob- 
inson's "Seine-haulers," Miss Heyneman's 
"Lady in White," Jorgenson's "Grey Por- 
trait,'' Gamble's "Who Comes?" and Isa- 
bella Morrison's "In a Garden" are among 
the best. The practical uselessness of at- 
tempting to hang pictures in this room 
without a backgro'incl is made clear bv the 
fact that some of the best things exhibited 
are put under six branched side chande- 
liers, which, when lighted, will in all 
likelihood kill every color ever intended 
by the painter of the pictuie. 

The Partingtons have come out strong 
in the whole exhibition, but their pen and 
ink work is especially good. Miss Gertrude 
Partington's "Faster Girl" and the ".My 
Sister" of H. L. Partington, her brother, are 
the best, even not excepting their father's 
"Head." Gibson has undoubtedly had 
considerable influence over Miss Partina- 
ton, but the head in the "Easter Girl" 
study is exceptionally strongly handled, 
while the windv effect shown in the 
handling of the skirts is well above what 
ought to" be expected from a young woman 
who has comparatively done so little 
actually serious work. 

There are few pastels in the exhibition, 
but among them Mrs. Caudlin's pastoral 
is very good. This medium seems to tind 
little favor amon^ the artists here, al- 
ti oiiL'h the reason is difficult to find. 

l aken altogether the exhibition is good, 
the Iii.dit5 in the institute are poor, as was 
Slated before and is admitted by the artists 
with few dissenting voioes. The wall 
should have afforded a backgrotmd instead 
of proving a dissentient tone, but the fact 
remains that with thi« exhibition of the 
San Francisco Art Association at the Mark 
Hopkins Art Institute there is shown 
more and stronger work than has ever 
been shown in any preceding exhibitions 
on the Western coast of the TTnited .states. 
If the public do not prove their apprecia- 
tion by their patronage it will be their mis- 
fortune as much as it will be their fanlt.

Its interpretation was a matter of some 
little time owing to the inexperience of the 
artists, but the result shows that 
practice in translating the symbols 
into lines is the only ' thing 
lacking to make the process a complete 
Fuceess. Mechanically, however, it is quite 
simple. 

Cb 7-1, for instance, means, as it imme- 
diately follows the word "break," 
that the pencil must be placed on 
the intersection of the seventy-fifth 
vertical and the fifty-eighth horizontal 
line, prepared to run a line to the next 
point, C8 90. This point is on the same 
. horizontal line, but is fifteen Bonares over 
to the right. The next point designated 
IS CP 102. meaning three squares above 
and twelve sq^uares farther to the 
right, but the intervening symbol, Y 
half, means that the line shall 
curve one - half a square upward 
in its course. The word "break" then 
occurring again shows that this par- 
ticular Tine has been completed. The 
artist receiving the drawing may 
not know what purpose the line forms in 
the completed jdcture. From its shape, 
merely a straight line finished with 
an upward curve, it may mean 
anything at all, but, be that as it 
may, it will, if the telegram be carefully 
and accurately sent and received, drop 
' into its proper place and probably add to 
the picture some material feature. 

In the same manner other lines are 
marked ont, each without reference to 
what has gone before or what is to come, 
until the outlines of tiie picture begin to 
appear. 

Now the work progresses much more 
rapidly and becomes less mechanical, 
for then the eye and hand may 
come to asssist the little sqoarea and 
the jumble of letters and figures. That 
is the way the picture comes over the 
wire. It in a description in a lan- 
guage of its own, but he who can 
rule lines on paper, and hold a pen, can 
Mtch iu meaning and bring light out of 
darkness, faces and llgures from tiie busy 
Cltck of the telegraph kev. 

It comes quickly ana without a halt, and 
Within half an hour from the time the 
fignres in the picture in Los Ang- 
eles grew under the hand of the 
arUstdown there, thev were juet begin- 
ning to peep forth from the half finished 
drawing in the Call Oflice, hundreds of 
m^les away.

Ulm' fell gracefully into the trap. He 
advameil |UoO on the cheek as a mere 
accommodation, so be subsequently ex- 
plained, to the man who had taken such a 
I deep interest in him and treated him with 
sueu kindness because of his helpless con- 
diti'.n. 

When Pierce did not return to redeem 
the check Ulm became alarmed, and 
finally reported the matter to the police, 
« ith the result that the bunko sharp was 
arrested and charged with grand larceny 
and vagrancy. The prisoner was ar- 
raignediQ Judge Low's court, and bonds 
were fixed at $3(XX). But the bonds sub- 
mitted to the Judge were worthless, and 
were rejected. 

On the evening of February 4. in Jack 
SIcNamara's saloon, at 117 ( ity Hall ave- 
nue. Judge Campbell wrote ont an order 
releasing Pierce on bonds furnished by 
Thomas Barry and James Leuehan. The 
bonds were for $3000 in the grand-larceny 
case and |300 on the vagrancy charge. 
They were subsequently found to be worth- 
less. It is charged that Judge Campbell 
hnewtbemto be spniions when he ac- 
cepted them. 

District Attorney Barnes will fmnlsb 
Judge Campbell with a copy of the com- 
plaint which recites the aoove facts, and 
he will I* allowed ten -lays to answer. If 
the ch.trges are sustained before the court 
he will be forced to vacate his office. 

Judge Campbell made the following 
statement last night: 

I heard this afternonn that there was some 
kiiiil (it a iiroei.-ediiig or Information filed In 
tiie .-Superior ( ourl against loc by llie tirand 
Jiirv, 1 was wondering what it eould poseihlv 
be. ' I was lullv aware o( the fact thai 1 hud 
committed no offense against the law, and it 
kind of puzzled me. 

On iiiv, sileation I found that they had 
claimed I littil taken a straw hond in a ~alooii, 
In the cax; of I'eojrlc vs. Pierre and In the; ease 
where a ..Irs. Kleteher was the dcieiiclani. In 
this case the three bond.-Kieii api i-iiri'd before 
mc In the courtroom during tin p^(lK^•^.^ oi ilio 
trial. They were reeommeiided lo no- by a 
reputable lawyer and I accepted t;,t \,vud. 

Last Monday night the Oraml .Jury miIj- 
penaed me to appear Iwfore them. I went In 
and louiid there a lot ol manufacturer!, and 
lallllonnlres, who had put Into eireiilatiou 
statements which vUifled ma in regard to cer- 
tain remarks made by me in the coarse of a 
trial, when the strlUng coopers were before 
me in my conrt . . 

Those statements were that I tnougnt a me- 
chanic ought to get better wages and more to 
eat, and tnat a striker was entitled to some 
meaaare of sympathy. B. L. Davis, one of the 
members of the tirand Jury, with a number of 
other inanuraeturers, sent round a clroular, 
and they stated that they proposed to defeat 
me for so deciding a case. 

I told him that they could not defeat me and 
after the election told him so again. In the 
last campaign they sUrted another 8irht on me 
in the conrenttous and beat me io all of them 
< -xeept the Itepublican Convention, and neces- 
sitated my breaking the slate to get a nomiua- 
tion there. It Is part of the programme to get 
(III the jury and blacken my cnsracter. 

They know there Is no violation of law for 
which I can he impeached, but I am satisfied 
that this Is done by the Grand Jury and a f«w 
millionaires for the purpose of injuring m* lu 
the eyes ol my fellow cItUens. Iweola be a 
most remarkable man If in the course of taking 
thousands of bonds I aid not make a mistake 
iu tdkiii? one or two of them. 

I fgard tlif whole mattar as a Terr fooush 
on.-, and it doe.s not disturb me in the least, 
lor i know what the termination of It must l>e. 
I did not take ihe bond Iu a saloon, but Iu the 
privaw otlie-? of a rnau who keeps a saloon. 

Judge Lw.ve said there had Iwen an attempt 
to put straw bonds on bim, but that waa a 
separate and diKtiiict affair. Anyway, It Is not 
yet settled n h»ther tlie bonds I took are straw 
bonds, a>, the inan showed the deeds of pcep- 
erty stated to Le in his name.

Representatives of the com- 
pany who were present yesterday st.Hted 
that an effort liad been made to buy up the 
hog-wallows about the lake and generally 
iiniirove conditions thereabouts, Dut they 
were unable to do so. 

They promised to build a sewer about 
the liike and thus draw off the foul water 
about the lake. Tliev also agreed not to 
use the water exce]>t in ea>e of a lire or 
during a water fainiue in San Francisco, 
when they should like the privilege of 
turning it on.

UNCLE SAn'S ANTI-LOTTERY LAW. 



An Act for the suppression of lottery traffic through national 
pnd interstate commerce and the postal service subject to the juris- 
diction and laws cf the United 5tate5. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled: That any 
person who shall cau^e to be brought within the United States from 
•ImMid, for the purpose of disposing of the same, or deposited in or 
carried by the mails of the United States, or carried from one State 
to another in the United States, any paper, certificate, or instru- 
ment purporting to be or represent a ticket, chance, share, or inter- 
est in or dependent upon the event of a lottery, so-called gift con- 
cert, or similar enterprise, offering prizes dependent upon lot or 
chance, or shall cause any advertisement of such lottery, so-called 
gift concert, or similar enterprise, offering prizes dependent upon 
lot or chance, to be brought into the United States, or deposited in 
or carried by the mails of the United States, or transferred from one 
State to another in the same, shall be punishable in the first 
eMense by imprisonment for not more than two years or by a fine 
of not more than one thousand dollars, or lioth, and in the second 
and after offenses by such imprisonment only. 



against this species of gamblinp. but more 
is, perhaps, due to the changing aspect 
from which the evil is being viewed. The 
traffic heretofore has been carried on so 
openly that its sheer publicity gave it an 
air of demi-respectahility, but the stricter 
laws and the agitation against the trade 
has put the stigma of criminality on the 
traffic and drawn it deeper under the sur- 
face, and made it more difficult for the un- 
initiated to secure tickets. 

Dealers now sell oiiiy to their friends. 
They dare not deal freely with strangers, 
and as a result many who would otherwise 
buy are kept from doing sg hy ignorance 
or through fear of the consequences. 

The new law passed by Congress is entitled 
"An act for the suppression of lottery 
traffic through national and interstate 
commerce and the postal service subject to 
the jurisdiction and laws of the United 
States." Its terms prohibit the carrying 
or transmitting, or in any way assisting 
the transmission of lottery notices, in any 
way or within the boundaries of the I'nited 
States. Already this law is having its ef- 
fect here in San Francisco. 

The great express concern of Wells, 
Fargo (tCo. has applied its terms to them- 
selves and a circular order has been sent 
out to all employes directing that here- 
after no package or paper which in any 
way relates to lotteries will be accepted by 
the company, and if snch contraband mat- 
ter is submitted and accepted the employe 
so acce[iting the matter must be person- 
ally responsible. 

Those who ply the questionable trade of 
selling lottery tickets are looking for loop- 
holes in the law. Tlie telegraph com- 
panies give the ticket-dealers some com- 
fort. 

L. W. Storror, superintendent of the 
Pacific Postal Telegraph Company, yester- 
day said: "Onr company would not re- 
fuse a lottery messase, even though the 
message showed on its face that it related 
to the drawings of a lotterj- company. 

"That law does not apply to us at all. 
We do not send papers, nor instruments, 
nor lottery tickets, nor advertisements. 
We send only their contents, and the law 
says nothing about that at all. The tele- 
graph companies are fieculiarly situated. 
We are, in a great mea.sure. common car- 
riers, and as such we have no right to re- 
fcse any message which is submitted. Of 
eourse, there is a rule against messages of 
sn obscene or profane character, but those 
messages show their character on the face 
of them. What do we do when it is plainly 
apparent that a message refers to a lottery 7 
Well, that's another matter. Obscene mes- 
sages are against the law. Of course, lot- 
tery messages arc, too, so far as the mails 
are concerned, but then we send only the 
contents; we don't send the Tuev^age 
Itself," and Superiiit' inient St-irror a^-ain 
peered at a copy of the law which was 
banded to him in order to better explain 
lost where an illegal obscene message and 
sn illegal lottery message, wben the na- 
ture of both is apparent, differed, particu- 
larly when being offered for transmission. 

Frank H. I..amb, assistant superinten- 
dent of the Western Union, was not so 
sure the law did not apply to his com- 
pany. "The question is one which should 
be submitted to a lawyer ' lie said, "but 
there is one thint-, we are (governed by the 
laws rclatiut: to interstate commerce." 
That was all ilr. I.iamb would say. 

As to telegraph companies it is believed 
tbat the title, which includes all common 
oarrfem under the interstate commerce 
law, must of necessity include the trans- 
mission of lottery news by telegraph as 
well as by express. 

The greatest blow which could be struck 
St the traffic in this city would be to forci- 
bly suspend the transmission of tlie lists of 
winning numbers. At present the lists 
come by telegraph, and are snnt as news 
and at press rates. Should they he 
Stopped no one would bay tickets, as there 
woald then be no easy method of learning 
l^bether or not the tickets had won. 

Aside from compulsion, however, the 
better class of citixens is banning to real- 
ize the disreputable character of the busi- 
ness. They have not only stopped buying 
themselves, but are using their influence 
to prevent others from doing so, and are, 
in this way, making the first step toward 
finally suppressing tlM vioe-promoting 
traffic ____________

THE CIVIC FEDEIlliTIOII. 



That Organization Decides on 
a Plan of Immediate 
Action. 



There win B« Several Committees 
Who Will Watch Public 
Affairs. 



A meeting of delegates from organiza- 
tions that compose the Civic Federation of 
this city met yesterday afternoon at 4 
o'clock in Assembly Hall, Mills building, 
with Rev. E. R. Difle in th" cliair. 

There were present iic i i- - liie i hairman 
E. N. Dexter. Rev. 11. I.. Deitz. Rev. 
Thomas Filheii, Kev. E. McClish, Rev. .1. 
H. Irwiu, C C. Terhil, J. M. Reynolds, 
Mrs. Rose H. French, Mrs. Cummin its Mc- 
Williams, Mr. Samuels and Mr. Hillyer, 
secretary. 

The Rev. Mr. Fill e i, chairman of a sub- 
committee appointed at a previous meet- 
ing, presented the following report; 

'Vour committee on plan of action respect- 
fully represents that in its opinion the federa- 
tion should be divided into sections for work 
and recommends the immediate organization 
of the following sections to cover the branches 
of work indicated by the titles: 

Flrsi^lvlc edncstion, district organization 
and propaninda. 

second— Enforcement o laws— municipal 
and State— where they apply to this city, and 
the suppression of gambling and other evils. 

Third— Maniclpalairalre-Hm public olBcia's 
except police. 

Four— Police Department, including Police 
Coarts. 

Fifth- Moral reform. 

Sixth— K!''etions. 

Seventh -sanitation and public safety. 

The several sections were taken up seri- 
atim and discussed. When the first sec- 
tion was taken up the Eev. Mr. Filben said 
that the federation should inaugurate a 
campaign of education SO as to instruct the 
people in public affairs. 

Chairman Dille said that there ought to 
be meetings in all parts of the city and that 
it would be a good idea to divide the city 
into districts. 

A proposition tliat the federation should 
distribute literature was met with the op- 
position of Mr. Ten-ill, that he did not be- 
lieve in incurring any expense until there 
is money on hand to meet any indebted- 
ness the federation may contract. He 
thought that meetings rould be held in 
different parts of the city; that he had no 
doubt most of the churches would allow 
the use of the Stinday-soboul rooms for the 
puri)ose, and believed that there would be 
plenty of volunteer workers, and if such 
could not be found the work of the federa- 
tion had better be eontrncti d. 

The section was adM|iti;-l. 

The one on municijuil affairs and that on 
the Police Department and police courts 
were also adopted. 

Motions to consolidate sections and to 
strike out words from otliers were dis- 
cussed at some length, and durinsr the dis- 
cussion on gambling Rev. Mr. Dille gave 
it as his opinion that the police were not 
prosecuting this crime with the force that 
they should. He said that he had attended 
a trial, and, while it was a good one, it was 
made weak bv the Judge and the prosecu- 
tion. 

Mr. Reynolds asked permission to add a 
section to the report on taxation and reve- 
nue reform, but nis motion was ruled out 
of order, but on motion of Mrs. French it 
was referred to a committee. 

The sub-committee's report was then 
adopted as a whole. 

Messrs. Dille, Truman and Dexter were 
named the committees that are to have 
charge of the different .sections of work. 

Messrs. Hillyer, i ilticn and Terrill were 
named as a committee to collect money 
from delinquent organizations. 

The chairman, when on the subject of 
finance, said that as soon as the federa- 
tion gets its committees to work there will 
be no trouble to obtain all money needed 
to carry on the work.

1 shall ask no man's pardon for defending 
thi- ui-iitniions of my country. Those institu- 
tions will siaiid. This natioii is not g(dng to 
be(!iii its •'luneral march" at the blddingofa 
mystic and theoretical anarchist. Our institu- 
tions will continue to guarantee the rifihts un- 
der which the majority of the .\merleaii people 
own their bomen. These millions of toilers 
who own their homes arc not heard from in 
noisy denunciations of rights. They are heard 
from in the sober judgments which must be < 
reckoned with after the agitator has gone and f 
the froth has subsided. They know the worth I 
of that freedom which helped them to acquire 
and which protects them in the possession of 
their own firesides. Our institutions will con- 
tinue to protect the colleges of this land In 
their property rights and will secure to their 
professors the enjoyment of their salaries, 
which are derived from interest on their en- 
dowments. All this is as it should be. 

But destroy onr Institutions, and after the 
bloody reign of anarchy you would have snch 
despotism as we had a taste of last summer, fur 
the first time under the flag, when one self- 
constituted ruler In Chicago ordered the stop- 
page of a nation's traffic; when a California 
lady was compelled lo ask of this Debs the 
privilege of traveliiiR in her own State.

HEW TO-BAT— 9RT GOODS. 



It was objected before Dr. Hinon's 
coming by his friends that it was tuifair 
to discuss him until he was on the ground. 
It was agreed that when he came there 

sliould be a full discussion. "Let us hear 
him, then discuss him," were the words of 
his friends. Yet when Pr. Unnvn at- 
tempted to di.sctiss ills views llr. McLean 
of (hiklaiid iiiiniediately luuved to shut 
liiiii off. To attempt to confine the deliate 
to the text of what Dr. Ilerron said in liis 
single address would be entirely unfair, 
Dr. I3rown claims, as denying liim the 
privilege of quoting Dr. Herron's most 
objectionable and, as Dr. Brown thinks, 
most anarchistic views. 

"There may be good reasons why Dr. 
McLean desired to keep these views out of 
sijrht," said Dr. Brown yesterday, "fiu- he 
is largely responsible for I'rofessor Her- 
ron's presence on thisccvist. The rule of 
the club for years has been to allow large 
liberty in debate, the debaters often going 
not only outside of the pajier read, but 
often beyond the theme itself." Hcrewitli 
is presenteil Dr. Brown's full a<ldress, as 
he w^ould have spoken to the club. He 
says that he has no fear but that the lovers 
of social order and of American institu- 
tions will agree with him in the end. 

The address prepared by Dr. llrown and 
supplied by him to the Call is as follows: 

1 mean no discourtesy to the brother who has ! of a divine destiny, may be glorified 
addressed tis, but to avoid any misapprehen- i-^..- - -i. 

slon it must go on record with this meeting 
that the Bay Association refused his presence 
by an overwhelming vote last August, and 
that the vote which invited him to this club 
showed a large proportion of its members hos- 
tile to his coming. The discussion three weeks 
ago revealed that mote than half oi this club 
were opposed to Dr. Herron's sociological 
views. [At this point Dr. Brown was inter- 
rupted.] The discussion which preceded his 
coming traversed bla published works, and, as 
was foreseen, helned to advertise him. No 
public error can be corrected without adver- 
tising it. Abraham Lincoln adverti.sed Stephen 
A.Douglass and the iniquity of compromise, 
hut the broken manacles of slavery had to 
pay for the advertisement. We cannot be con- 
lined to Dr. Herron's address of this hour. 
The discussion lias already taken a wider 
range. In his prii^'r' l lei.ir.-^es we tin 1 many 
of the statements w hi' h are cliietly objectioii- 
' f 'r . He makes wiir ji*'rsivtent;y on institu- 
- - He says: "The apprehension of the 
I isilierhood ol 'ciod can have no other c*>nsum- 
I uiHtiou tha:i the end of institutional do- 
minion." (Christian Socialisui, p. Oo.) "'ihc 
institution that would dominate the world 
with its opinions and customs is a wicked 
despotism.'' He affirms that w are living 
under the most griading despotism theworhl 
has ever seen; "that the wage svstem is 
slavery." (P. 04, New Kederaption.)' He de- 
claims against pro|<Tty and Interest, while 
living on tt salary derived from the interest of 
a ifU'i.uoO endowment. In lli 
of his lectures he aflirin 
could immediately assume control uf ihe 
sources uf prodiicii'on."' 

We are inclined to tlie opinion that Pr. Her- 
ron lies not measured Ine meaning or the 
sweep of sueh words. The New York Inde- 
pendent said of his Willi slate'iient a few davs 
ago: "He seems to think that alisolnte I'lf- 
Dorance of the subject gives him license lo sav 
what he will about it." .\t all events, bis 
words belong lo that style of utterance which 
has always been itsed lo stir the passions and 
frenzy men for mob violence'. We would not 
impugn the motives of any man. but we he- 
Mere that Goiermir Crounse'of .Nebraska was 
right In the scorching rebuke which he admin- 
istered to Dr. Herrou for such utterances last 
summer before the Nebraska Tniverslty. We 
believe, with the editor of the Boston Congre- 
gationalist, that "such wild talk coming from 
educated men Is almost unpardonable.'"^ Such 
talk is untrue and incendiary. He who char- 
acterizes the institutions tf America, or even

San Francisco School Teach- 
ers Object to the Annuity 
Measure. 



A Fund to Be Created to Change 
the Existing- Law at the 
Next Session.

the man lo be exalted by the church 
uf Jesus chrhst to any position of leader- 
ship. He who characterizes the institutions 
which were bonght with the blood of the 
Revolution and sealed by the blood of the Civil 
War as "despotism" is either "Ignorant of the 
facts," as the Independent says he is, or utterly 
"wild" In the use of words, as the Congrcga- 
tlonalist says he is. "The end of institutions" 
which he preaches would be the utter extloc- 
tion of liberty, the prevalence of anarchy and 
the permanence of despotism. Through ages 
of struggle mankind has reached in America a 
government emancipated from the grasp of 
despots. We have left the Pharaohs and the 
t'eesars behind. Here the people govern 
through institutions of their own choice. 
There is no other conceivable way In which the 
people can govern. Here the overthrow of In- 
stitutions would be the Inaugural of anarchv. 
"Anarchy," savs Webster, "is iha absence of 
government: the state of socletv where ihere 
IS no law or supreme riower." Here, therefore, 
10 put »u end to instiiutions would put an end 
to both law and supreme power. The man 
who seeks their overtiirinv ttierefore Is, at least 
In theory', an anarchist. He may be nneonscious 
of the fact or even deny it. It is still iriie. 

.Such utterances as 'I have quoted will not 
cure the distress of poverty. They rather 
create and foster that industrial unrest ivhieh 
broods the uneenainties of commerce. Tliey 
are the nightmare of capital, arousing its fear's 
and driving it away from the healtliy activitiea 
lo the hiding anil safety of vault's. Capitsl 
btjiids few factories when wage-earners are 
being prominently taught that the time Is at 
hand when' they may • assunie control of the 
means of pro^iuciiou. ' As a t hief Justice saiil 
in my hearing not long ago. "these are the 
utteraiiee> wlneii are rc-iionsible for the pres- 
ent paraiy^is oi iru'le. "iiif; man wtiowatiis 
to help the 11 mm ployed will sto). -ucb talk that 
capital may eome forth and set the w hei'lsonce 
more in motion. To tell the wage-earner lhat 
"tlie wage svstera is slavery" Is not a wise or 
true word, lines this teacher know tlie mean- 
lug of tile word "slavery"? l>et him interrogate 
the p\ riiiiiol:-. I,et liim aik the ricetlelds of 
Louisiana<'r the old whipiung-posts of (fcorgia. 
Then le; liim never again apply that cursed 
word to the w'age system. Tne wage system 
slavery? That la the doctrine of the saloons to- 
day as it was the doctrine of the sand lots 
twenty years ago. That doctrine may make 
I'rofessor Herron a temporary hero In San 
Francisco to-day, but it mode Dennis Kearney 
a hero two decades ago. The end of snch hero- 
ism may he seen In tlie present Insignificance 
of the former hero. The sand lot-s never advo- 
cated a wilder thing than the overthrow of 
institutions. The sober and truly Industrious 
lovers of order In this city long ago made up 
their minds that they had had enough ol the 
sand lots. We do not need a revival of their 
doctrine In the sacred name and phrases of 
Christianity. 

Lost July when the whole country was on 
the verge of riot Senator Davis telegraphed the 
men who asked him to support the wild-Kyle 
resolution: "Yon are rapidly approaching an 
overt act of levying war on the United States, 
and yon will find a definition of that act in the 
constitution. I trust that wiser thonipits will 
control. Yon mlsbt as well aSk me to vote to 
dissolve this Government." 

So now I say to those who are inflaming pas- 
sion by declaring that our Government is "a 
grinding desiKillsm"; who advocate "the end 
of institutioual dominion";- who encourage 
wage-earners to "assume control of the sources 
of production"— you arc dangerously near the 
line of open eumlty to this 'iovernment. You 
are allying yourselves with those w ho spilled 
the innocent blood of Haymarket. "I irust 
tliat wiser thoughts will control." T.e| .mr 
brothers and their eoadjutors shift their fiil- 
crums. instead of decrying capital and ilic 
churches let them expend their tlmnder 
against the povertv-making saloons. I.ci them 
advisa thousands oi laboring men to save the 
money that they squander In saloons and so 
become capitalists themselves. Over !p;')0,(K)0 
a da.v goes into the saloons. of this city. The 
larce proportion <>l this motley, spent by wage- 
earners, would help thousands of them in a 
few years to hi come owners of homes. 

.\s'r"porteiI in one of the city papers Dr. Her- 
ron deiiounees compeliliou as "war." In his 
printed works lie ealls it anarchy. It is the 
keynote of much of liis bitterest deniini'nttion. 
Hut in that same interview he commends liie 
valley road as a new iiicaniaiioii of eliris- 
tianity, and the valley road, as every one 
knows, is being built as a compeiiior. Its 
blessings if at all can come only by competi- 
tion! 'This Is a fair sample of the reasoning 
powers and eonslsleney whieh pervade the 
teachings which are under discussion. He de- 
nounces competition when it suits ills turn, 
and when it will be more popular lieeommends 
it! He denounces capital which he cannot 
control, but gets along comfortably with the 
933,000 which endows bis chair and furnishes 
the interest money for his salary.

Setolrrd. That we, the undersigned teachers 
in the public schools (d the city and countv of 
Ban Francisco, rinding lhat tlie teachers' an- 
nuity retirement bill as passed by the Legis- 
lature of 189.1 does not meet with our entire 
approval, and wishing to show our realization 
of the uecessily for some such measure, do 
hereby organize ourselves into a siH'ietv to be 
known as "The Teachers' Annuity and ketlre- 
ment Fund i^ociely," and pledge ourselves to 
contribute 1 per cent of our salaries, payable 
monthly, toward the establishment of a fund 
to be known as the teachers' annuity and re- 
tirement fund; providing that at the 
next meeting of the State Legis- 
lature a concerted effort be made 
to have the present bill amended so as to meet 
with our approval. 

Kttolved, That the establishment of this fund 
be as an evidence to the State Legislature of 
our good faith in wishing to carry out the pro- 
visions of the bill as for as practicable, and 
also as a proof of the necessity of some further 
provision for the creation oi a fund than the 
setting aside of one per cent of our salaries. 

Xaolvcd, That if the bill be amended so as to 
become satisfactory, the funds to the credit of 
the teachers' annuity and retirement fund, 
which shall be placed on deposit In a sav- 
ings hank, shall be transferred to the proper 
aiitliuriiles, to be used to carry out the provis- 
ions of the amended bill; hut, In the case of 
failure to amend the bill, the money to be held 
subject to the will of the society. 

Rftolvedt That a copy of these resolutions be 
sent lo the principal of every public school in 
this city and county, with the reijnesi that It 
be siibiiiitted to each teacher for ai'proval and 
signanire. and tliat, when tlie copies 
are returned to .M. Ilabcock, Ksij., president of 
the Teacner's Pension .\ssocitttion, a meeting 
of all who have signeil be called for organiza- 
tion.

Iilttle James Kkdlsmm Cnubed 
Death Under an Bleotrlo Car, 

Another young life was sacriticed on the 
Mission-street electric-car line yesterday. 
The victim was James Matlistati, as^cd 
three vein s ;ind four montlis. 

The chijilrcn were playing on tlic side- 
walk, and one of tlicin ran across tlie 
street. The little fellow started to follow 
him, but waa caught iiy car lin:! and 
cruaned to death, w. K. Tliuiiipsnii, the 
motorman, was arrested, but released on 
bis own rccni;iiizaticc. 

The child'.s parents formerly lived at 
Newark, where the father is employed as 
an ironmolder. They were about to move 
to 9,39 Pine street, Ookland, but before do- 
in^ so paid a visit to some friends at 1120 
Mission .street, Little James went out to 
play, and the first his father and mother 
knew of the accident was when the man- 
gled corpse was carried into the bouse. 
The accident took place abont a hundred 
yards from the crossing of Mission street, 
between Seveiitli and Kiplitli. 

Accoriiiii;; to Motorman 'I'liompson flic 
little buy run from behind u wuguii on the 
north side of Mission street. He crossed 
the track and then attempted to run back 
apaiii, but before he could yet clear the 
t-'tiardless car struck and criislinl liis life 
out. In the excitement the police neg- 
lected to get the names of anylwitnesses, 
but as the conductor of the car has a list 
of the passengers tlie Coroner will l)e able 
to get some wiiiics'^es. It is said that the 
Mission-street electric-cars run at a bigli 
rate of speed, and that is one of the points 
that will be brought out at the inquest. 

8ome of tiip iiasseiigers sav that the 
motorman was not to blame, l^he lad was 
almost under the wheels before he was 
seen, and, altliout,'li every effort to stop the 
I ar was maiie, it was too late. This makes 
the fourth child in three weeks that has 
been killed under the 'iyheelsof electrio- 
cars, aud the end is not yet.

There is one delegate who, next Sanday, 
will leave this city to attend the National 
Tbeosophicnl Convention in Boston on the 
28th inst. who entertains a ratliej- gloomy 
view of the ftitnre of the Tlieosophical So- 
ciety as an institution of ethical propagan- 
da. That delegate is Dr. Jerome A. An- 
derson, the acknowledged head of the thco- 
BOjiliists of tliis city. Urs. Allen Gritiitlis 
and ICaward B. Kambo have already started 
for Boston. 

The Tbeosophical Society consists of the 
Hindu section, of which Bertram Eeight- 
ley is the secretary; the European section, 
whose secretary is George Meade, and the 
American section, of which William Q. 
Judge of New York, the innocent cause of 
all the contention, is secretary. These 
three officers constitute what is called the 
"Kxecutive Council," Colonel H. S. Olcott, 
with headquarters at Adyar, Hindostau, 
being the president of the entire organi- 
zation. 

Some years ago, and during Madame 
Blavatsky's earthly sojourn in the tiesh, 
Colonel blcott issued a proclamation at 
Adyar, at one of the so-called anniversary 
meetinp.s, in which he radically clianged 
some vital points of the constitution of the 
society. At that time all was enthusiasm 
and fraternal unanimity, dne to the fasci- 
nating radiance of the illuminated Illa- 
vatsky.and none foreseeing what the future 
mi^bt bring forth or suspecting that auy- 
thins done by Colonel Olcott would oper- 
ate disadvantageou.sly, there was an un- 
iiitcstioniiig acquiescence in whatever he 
did. 

Now the tremendous eSect of a few 
scratches of bis pen are very keenly appre- 
ciated and they almost obscure the charges 
of Mrs. Annie Besant and Professor (^liak- 
ravarti. the Allahabad Brahmin, as to tlie 
genuineness of the mabatmic messages 
which Mr. Judge avers he has from time to 
time received. 

Colonel Olcott's proclamation .strikes the 
American section in its most viilin ral'lc 
jiurt at present, in that he made it ]iossil>le 
lor the executive council to expel Mr. 
Judge. Hence there is a general revolt 
against Colonel Olcott, and the result pre- 
dicted is that the American section will 
declare its indei^endence and give the 
other two sections the option, of yielding to 
its position in regard to self-government or 
remaining entireljr separate. 

"It is hardly wise to attempt to make 
any forecast of the future," said Dr. An- 
derson yesterday afternoon, "but it looks 
as if the Tbeosophical Society may possi- 
bly prove a faiitirc. When its high officers 
cannot agree, what hopes can we entertain 
of any success along tne line of establish- 
ing a universal human brotherhood, which 
the society started out to do '.' I do not 
mean to say that the principles of theoso- 
phy will fall. No, no! They will last for- 
ever. It is philosophy and cannot fail. 
But the society as an institotion has not a 
very bright prospect befom >t jnst at pres- 
ent. 

"Whatever Mr. Judge baa done he did 
entirely in self-defense. He was assailed 
by Mrs. Besant and Professor Chakravarti, 
aiid was forced to reply. This he did by 
means of a circular — a private circular 
which he issued to the 'school.' . Now they 
arc using this very circular as a basis for 
bringing charges of slander against him. 
They propose to e.Tpel hint for slander, 
when all he did was to simply defend 
himself. 

"What the Boston convention will do 
with regard to 5fr. Jtidpe may be pre- 
dicted. I don't tliiiik there is any doubt 
that he will be re-elected as the secretary 
ot tk» AmaricMi section. Zwon^yeuaot 



his life he has given faithfully to the 
cause, and he is tlie re^'opnized head of 
theo-opUist.s in this country. There is 
hardly any opposition to him. Probably 
aliout a dozen persons in San Francisco 
may );e opposed to him, and there are two 
small lodges on this coast and one in 
Minneapolis that are somewhat antago- 
nistic, but that is all. 

"The American- section has abont 103 
branches scattered over the country with a 
membership — a regular membership— of 
at least .M.*."'!. to say nothing of the very 
numerous sympathizers with the move- 
ment. I think Mr. Judge will be re- 
elected without a dissenting voice. 

"I believe the American section will 
simply declare itself tlie theosopiiical so- 
ciety "and adopt proper constitution and 
by-law4 accordinely. These constitution 
and by-laws will be snbmitted to the other 
two sections for their ratification, but if 
they fail to ratify we will proceed as a 
thoroughly itidependent organization." 

The lodges on this coast which have 
manifested opjiosltion to Mr. Jndge are 
the Harmony branch at Los Angeles — 
which is one of three in that city— and a 
branch at Port Tow useitd. There are 
tbirty-siz branches on the Pacitic Coast.

His first visit was to 
Superintendent I'rank .laynes of the West- 
em Union Telegraph Company" to lodge a 
complaint. He made a most vigorous pro.

patches hy the company's employes and 
the chances are that some one Will be 
prosecuted for the felony. 

On f^attirday last MrT Harris sent s dis- 
patcli to the Secretary of the Treasury in 
Washington announcing the arrest of John 
T. Jones tor complicity in the mint frauds. 
This was at 4:30 in the afternoon and the 
next morning the San I'rancisco pamrs 
had a verbatim copy of the dispatch. The 
next day the papers arrived in Carson and 
Harris' surprise was great to see his tele- 
gram publisned word for word. 

"Some one is guilty of a felony," said 
Mr. Harris yesterday, "and I intend to tind 
out who it is. I have already filed my 
I complaint with the company unci an inves- 
; tigation has been ordered. There are two 
i telegraph stations in Carson.
